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The Missouri Pacific Railroad 
strike entered its third day today, 
with the company still offering to 
arbitrate the dispute and four op- 
erating brotherhoods still op- 
posed. Five thousand operating 
employes walked out at 3 p.m. 
Friday, and 20,000 non-operating 
workers also were idle, their jobs 
“abolished” by the company. 

Pickets of the four striking 
unions — engineers, conductors, 
trainmen and firemen—last night 
permitted 10 Cotton Belt trains to 
start moving after keeping them 
at a standstill yesterday and Fri- 
day night on tracks used jointly 
by Cotton Belt and the Missouri 
Pacific. 

The first of the stranded trains, 
a freight, pulled out of Cotton 
Belt’s Valley Junction yards on 
the East Side at 10:15 p.m. It 
‘went past a picket line two miles 
away without incident. The train 
was bound for Dallas. 

Union Leaders Intervene. 

The trains began their runs 
again after general chairman of 
the striking unions persona!ly hac 
intervened with the pickets. R. 
G. Davidson, vice president of the 
International Brotherhood of Loco- 
motive Engineers and spokesman 
for the unions, said the picketing 
of the Cotton Belt trains was 
caused by a “misunderstanding.”

282 Claims at Issue. 

In the Missouri Pacific dispute, 
282 claims for a total of $3,000,000 
were at issue. Originally there 
-had been more than 1800 griev- 
ances, based on differences of in- 
terpretation of operating rules, but 
these were reduced at a long series 
of conferences starting in 1943. 
Last November, with the dispute 
still unsettled, members of the 
four brotherhoods voted to strike. 

Davidson said they were “ready 
to resume negotiations at any 
time.” However, neither the 
unions nor the railroad made a 
move to start negotiating. 

Davidson described the strike 
as “100 per cent effective” and 
said morale of the strikers was 
“excellent.” 

“The brotherhoods,” he contin- 
ued, “feel that the next move is 
up to the railroad.

Jury’s Report. 

Referring to the ballot theft, 
which involved ballots in the Au- 
gust 1946 primary in which Enos 
A. Axtell, the hand-picked candi- 
date of President Truman, defeat- 
ed Congressman Roger C. Slaugh- 
ter, who was seeking the Demo- 
cratic renomination, the jury stat- 
ed in its final report: 

“As to the ballot theft case it 
is believed that at least one law 
enforcement agency May have 
sufficient evidence to secure a 
conviction. And if so, one or more 
informants may qualify to receive 
the reward, in accordance with 
the terms of the reward offer, 
therefore, this grand jury will or- 
ganize itself into a committee to 
make such an award if and when 
a conviction is secured.” 

Besides the safe blowing in- 
quiry, the jury was specifically 
charged to investigate the gang 
style murder of Wolf C. Rimann, 
manager of the Hillcrest Country 
Club and juke box distributor and 
the mysterious slaying of John A. 
Hoover, a minor contractor, found 
beaten, bound and burned in his 
car on the southern outskirts of 
the city Feb. 14, 1948. It also was 
directed to investigate 11 other 
unsolved murders. 

Reward; Withdrawn. 

The jury reported that it re- 
ceived no conclusive evidence 
concerning the Rimann and Hoov- 
er murders. It announced that 
rewards which has been posted 
by anonymous “public spirited 
citizens” in those cases would be 
withdrawn.

MILLIONS OF FISH DESTROYED 
BY HURRICANE IN FLORIDA 


Those Not Pounded to Death By 
Waves of Lake Were 
Suffocated in Silt. 

TALLAHASSEE, Fia., Sept. 10 
(AP)—Millions of fish in Lake 
Okeechobee were killed during the 
August hurricane, 

The state Game and Fresh 
Water Fish Commission reported 
today that hundreds of tons of 
fish—literally beaten to death— 
are being washed ashore around 
the lake. 


Biologist John F. Dequine said 
the total loss may run to more 
than a million pounds. Fish that 
were not pounded to death by the 
hurricane waves were suffocated 
in silt stirred up from the lake 
bottom, he said. 

During the 1926 hurricane 5,000,- 

pounds of Lake Okeechobee 
fish were destroyed, commercial 
fishermen recalled. —

The Coast Guard was notified 
and several boats, aided by planes 
and two Navy hilcopters, began a 
search of waters near this island, 
some 30 miles off Cape Cod. All 
bodies were recovered. 

Young Allenby was 
ashore at Dionis Beach by 
Guardsmen. 

Relates Experience. 

Palmer, hallow-eyed and show- 
ing the strain of his harrowing 
experience, spoke to reporters aft- 
er several hours sleep at the sum- 
mer mansion of Mr. and Mrs. Stan- 
ley Fitch, Cambridge, near Dionis 
Beach. 

He later was removed to Nan- 
tucket Cottage Hospital. 

He said a storm blew up about 
half an hour after they left Nan- 
tucket on the return trip to Fal- 
mouth, about 5 p.m.

CAMBRIDGE BAY, Northwest 
Territory, Sept. 10 (UP) — A 21- 
year-old Eskimo began a one 
year’s sentence of isolation from 
the rest of his tribe today as pun- 
ishment for following an ancient 
tribal custom of helping his ailing 
mother take her own life. 

The resources department an- 
nounced that the man, Eerkiyoot, 
will serve his term here, but prob- 
ably will not be kept in confine- 
ment. 

Eerkiyoot testified that his 
mother, Nukashook, 46 years old, 
asked him to help her commit 
suicide because she was suffering 
from tuberculosis and extreme 
pain from her teeth. He said he 
tied a sealskin rope to the ridge 
pole of her tent, placed her head 
through the loop, and tightened it. 

Eskimo witnesses said it was 
an old Eskimo custom to help the 
aged and sick die if they request- 
ed it. Another Eskimo, Ishakak, 
was acquitted of a charge-of as- 
sisting Eerkiyoot..

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MOST STATISTICS OF CIO ECONOMIST REJECTED BY BOARD 


Much of Company Data Ignored; 


‘Ability to Pay’ 


“Not Desirable’ 


Is Described as 
Wage Criterion 


Report Says Profits of Steel Firms Are Not 
~ Out of Line With Those of Other Indus- 
tries, and Asserts There Is No Way to 


Measure Labor’s Share in Increased Output

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10—The 


President’s steel fact-finding board 


threw out the window most of the statistical computations of Robert 
R. Nathan, consulting economist in Washington engaged by the CIO 
United Steel Workers to offer its economic presentation. Much of the 


statistical data offered by the steel companies shared the same fate. | 


The board’s reasons generally 
followed those suggested in this 
writer’s dispatches from New 
York while the hearings were 
in progress—the juggling of base 
periods, points of departure, or 
frames of reference within which 
present conditions can be com- 
pared with a previous period; the 
dnvolved Nathan and company 
data on productivity (The board 
said Nathan used a method of, 
computation which is not valid 
and the companies just did not 
submit data on which a_ valid: 
computation could be made.); var- 
ious interpretations of which came 
first, higher costs of living or 
higher wages (an argument which 
can go on as long as that about 
the hen and the egg). 

There were other points on 
which the board criticized the 
statistical data and _ interpreta- 
tions of both the companies and 
the union. 

Nathan, for the union, and Jules 
Backman, associate professor of 
economics at New York Univer- 
sity, for the companies, had ac- 
cepted these factors as criteria for 
determining when a wage in- 
crease was justified: Ability to 
pay, productivity, changes in the 
cost of living, comparisons with 
model budgets, comparison with 
wages paid in other industries for’ 
similar work performed, and the 
general “economic environment” 
existing at the time the, union 
sought a wage increase. 


Labor Statistics figure for a “mod- 
est but adequate” budget compiled 
for a family of four two years 
ago, and adjusted it to the fam- 
ily of three, said to be the typical 
family of a steel worker. 

“The companies claimed the 
average annual income of steel 
workers’ families exceeded the ad- 
justed figure by a wide margin,” 
the board reported. “This was 
not merely because of the high 


industry, but also because Gov- 
ernment statistics for the country 
as a whole suggested there might 
well be 1.4 persons working in the 
average steel workers’ family.” 


Comparison with wages in other 
industries for similar work—Here 
the board said neither average 
weekly earnings or hourly rates of 
pay (the average for steel work- 
ers is about $1.65 cents an hour) 
afford a valid predicate for com- 
parison. 

The record in this case, it said, 
as well as the publicly available 
data of such government agencies 
as the Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
demonstrates that wages were 
higher, on an hourly basis, in such 
industries as automobiles, petro- 
leum refining, coal mining and 
construction. 

“But the fact that steel work- 
ers earned less than workers in 
these higher paying industries 
does not in itself, establish the 
existence of a wage rate inequity,” 
the board said, “There never has 


Conclusions of Board. 

The board did not wholly dis- 
regard these criteria—it dealt in 
one way or another with each of 
them—but it did not accept the 
enumerated standards as the be-all 
and end-all of the elements to be 
considered; nor did it undertake 
a point-by-point evaluation of the 
data the two economists presented 
in support of their conclusions. 


Of: course, the two economists, 
‘one working for the union, the 
other for the stee] companies, al- 
though accepting the criteria men- 
tioned, arrived at very different 
conclusions on the basis of the 
selected statistics they chose to 


possible, by skipping 
around in the board’s report, to 
assemble its conclusions on the 
Nathan-Backman criteria. The 
quotations, or paraphrases, which 
follow are from the board’s report. 

Ability to pay: This is a complex 
and not a single item. It involves 
methods of accounting, selection 
of a base year for comparison, 
raw material prices, and many 
other factors, including the extent 
to which steel capacity is utilized. 

Ability to pay “is not a socially 
desirable criterion for wage rate 
determination. If applied company 
by company it would create a cha- 
otic wage structure (that phrase 
was Backman’s) because the wage 
rate level in each industry should 
be geared to its recent profit 
showing, and profits vary a great 
deal among companies.” 

Steel company profits, the board 
added, had been substantial last 
year, and so far this year are 
even higher. But, it concluded 
that profits as related to net 
worth must be discounted because 
of the inflated dollar; profits as 
a percentage of sales were not 
out of line with those of other in- 
dustries, and profits sHould be 
shared among customers, by re- 
duced prices, by the corporation 
itself for rehabilitation of its 
plant, and by the stockholders. 

Productivity — “The difficulty 
here,” said the board, “is that 
there is in fact no available meas- 
ure of iabor’s share in the ‘in- 
creased productivity of any par- 
ticular industry. (This is because, 
as stated elsewhere in the report, 
productivity, although measured 
in man hours per ton of steel pro- 
duced, is vastly influenced by the 
tools, machines, managerial abil- 
ity, volume of production, and oth- 
er factors).” 

“If the productivity gains in a 
particular industry are higher 
than for the industry as a whole,” 
the board continued, “the board 
believes that, with reasonable al- 
lowance for the needs of the in- 
dustry for modernization and ex- 
pansion in the public interest, con- 
sumers at large should be the chief 
beneficiaries through lower prices 
for the industry’s products.” 

Changes in the cost of living— 
“The cost of living has remained 
stable during the last year. In 
fact it has been slowly declining. 
The postwar race between rising 
wage rates and rising costs of liv- 
ing has been called off by the op- 
eration of economic forces.” 

Any discussion of changes in 
the cost of living raises the ques- 
tion: “Changes from what base 
period?” The board didn’t ask 
the question, but answered it. It 
elected as its base period July of 
last year, when the union contract 
was negotiated. “Presumably the 
union was satisfied at that point 
with its position,” the board as- 
serted. 

Comparisons with model budgets 
-~On this point the board quotes, 
with apparent approval, the argu- 
ment advanced by the steel com- 
panies which took the Bureau of 


been and probably never will be a 
unifor® wage rate as among the 
various industries. The more im- 
portant question is: ‘Over fairly 
short periods of time have wage 
rates in the steel industry 
changed in compatison with oth- 
er industries’ rates to the disad- 
vantage of the steel workers? Has 
the historical relationship among 
the several industries’ wage rates 
changes been unfavorable for 
steel workers.” 


This compound question the 
board answered “No.” And so 
on this ground also it found no 
wage increase warranted. In its 
answer it rejected Nathan's argu- 
ment that the steel workers want- 
ed, and should have “a new divi- 
sion of the pie.” 

Discussion of Wage Boost. 
That left the omnibus “eco- 
nomic environment” item” Nathan 
and Backman had debated as the 
final criterion in their presenta- 
tions. Changing the phraseology, 
the board chose to talk about “the 
effect of a wage increase on the 
economy as a whole.” 

“After hearing the voluminous 
testimony of both parties,” the 
board said, “and after studying 
the data, it is of the opionin that 
either a wage increase or a Wage 
decrease would tend to upset the 
balance the economy after the con- 
ditions of war and postwar infla- 
tion might be in the process of 
achieving.” 

The board added, “the needs of 
the country would best be served 
now we believe by: A general 
stability of prices, including the 
price of labor (except in particular 
situations where inequities not 
found in the steel industry may 
exist): and an uninterrupted flow 
of productive activity. The board 
thinks that the households and 
firms of the country urgently de- 
sire such stability, along with ade- 
quate protection against the haz- 
ards of life. There is g definite 
possibility that a wage-rate rise 
in the steel industry would lead 
to demands for similar increases 
in other industries; under present 
business conditions such demands 
might be resisted by employers, 
and interruptions to production 
might ensue. 

“Such an eventuality would tend 
to negate the desire for stability, 
security, and full employment. If 
there were a wage-rate rise in 
steel, and if economic instability 
were thereby engendered, the 
workers in that industry them- 
selves would run the risk of lJos- 
ing more than they had gained. 
The workers in any such basic 
industry should not overlook the 
possible effects of théir actions on 
the whole economy and thus on 
their own well-being.” 

These findings of the board on 
the various criteria for consider- 
ation of wage increases, did not 
apply, the board noted, to the 
questions of pensions and insur- 
ance, Although the union argued 
for a “wage package” of 30 cents, 
the board drew .a line between 
wages currently payable, and so

Findings of Board. 


The board reported to Truman 
that it found: 


The time has come to stabi- 
lize wage costs and stop the in- 
flationary spiral of rising wages 
and rising prices. 

The time had come to get the 
government out of the influen- 
tial if not over-riding influence 
it had on the collective bar- 
gaining process during the war 
and postwar years. 

The time had come to recon- 
sider the basic pattern of col- 
lective bargaining in mass pro- 
duction industries where indus- 
try wide bargaining has been 
accepted. 

In recommending against a 
fourth round pay boost, the board 
said: 

“The postwar race between 
rising wage rates and rising 
costs of living has been called 
off by the operation of economic 
forces. The cost of living has 
remained stable within the last 
year; in fact it has slowly de- 
clined.” 

However, the panel added sig- 
nificantly, that if the steel com- 
panies do not lower prices, the 
union would be justified in renew- 
ing “its demand for increase of 
wage rates in order better to par- 
ticipate in the industry’s prosper- 
ity.” The next wage negotiations 
are scheduled for April 1950. 


Still to be disposed of are the 
fourth round demands of the CIO 
United Auto Workers, which has 
voted to strike against the Ford 
Motor Co., the CIO Rubber Work- 
ers, who have already struck the 
Goodrich plants; to say nothing 
of John L, Lewis’s United Mine 
Workers, now conducting a “half 
strike” in the soft coal industry, 
and various other unions which 
have been waiting to see how the 
steel workers fared. 


The steel workers union helped 
lead the way in postwar wage in- 
creases by winning boosts of 18% 
cents an hour in 1946, 15 cents in 
1947 and 12% cents in 1948. 


Effect of Modernization. 
The steel report said plant mod- 
ernization and expansion should 
bring efficiencies to offset the 
cost af pensions and social insur- 
ance. It estimated that such out- 
lays would add only 2% per cent to 
total operating costs. 

The three-man board asked the 
parties to use its unanimous rec- 
ommendations, which it described 
as “fair and equitable,” as a ve- 
hicle for settlement.

FACTORY OUTPUT RISES; 


IN 10 MONTHS 


Economic Advisers Say Production Rose 7 
' Points in August Over the 
Preceding Period. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (AP)— 
The nation’s industrial output is| 
increasing again after 10 months 
of steady decline, the President's 
economic advisers reported today. 
They said August production 
jumped seven points above the 
preceding month for the first gain 
since October 1948 when the long 
slump began. 

The Economic Council did not 
attempt any forecast of the future, 
but its findings followed on the 
Census Bureau’s report that em- 
ployment rose to a new high for 
the year in August while the num- 
ber of jobl@ss fell 406,000 below 
the July total.

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in Pittsburgh yi:

the board said. 
Here it was paraphrasing the 
union president, Phil Murray, 
president also of the CIO. The ob- 
ligation for social insurance and 
pensions, the board added, “should 
be among the first changes on 
revenue.” 
The basic steel producing com- 
panies had generally recognized 
the need for insurance and pen- 
sions, but had not done much 
about it when it came to paying 
the bill, the board said. 
It is not mentioned in the re- 
port, but testimony at the New 
York hearing was that many of 
the steel companies pay only the 
administrative cost of insurance 
programs; and that where they 
have pension plans, as in the case 
of United States Steel, the domi- 
nant producer, these have been 
modified, since federal social ge- 
curity legislation was adopted, to 
reduce the pensions by the amount 
of social security benefits, In the 
case of old age retirement the 
benefits are paid for half by the 
employer and half by the em- 
Ploye, both in the form of taxes. 
There was testimony that many 
United States Steel employes, re- 
tiring after long years of service,

—e the employer ought to pay it 

In rejecting the contention of 
the companies that pensions were 
not a bargainable subject, the 
board upheld the union view that 
pensions were bargainable under 
the United States Supreme Court 
construction of the Taft-Hartley 
Act in the Inland Steel case. On 
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some exceptions, overlooked the 
fact that the machines and plant 
on which the industry has pros- 
pered, and on which it must de- 
pend in the future, are not all 
made of metahor brick and mor- 
tar. They are also made of flesh 
and blood. And the human ma- 
chines, like the inanimate Ma- 
chines, have a definite rate of de- 
preciation. Of all our natural and 
national resources, our human re- 
sources are the most preciéus and 
useful, and should be most care- 
fully hoarded and protected. 

‘These human machines need 
the same kind of treatment for 
depreciation and dihability that 
the other machines are getting. 
Earnings are being used for re- 
building, replacing, and for main- 
taining the efficiency of plant; a 
part of these earnings should be 
used to take care of wear and tear 
and maintenance of the human 
machines in the industry — the 
workers.” 

“We find that the steel com- 
panies, without violence to their 
price and profit structure, can ex- 
pend a reasonable sum for the 
purpose of social insurance. It is 
an additional cost of operation 
which the companies can and 
should assume, 

“We have tried to form a sound 
judgment as to how much they 
can spend on social insurance pro- 
grams, bearing in mind that we 
also recommend the immediate 
study and early institution of a 
pension program as well. At best 
no one can state with arithmetic 
certainty exactly what they can 
afford now and in the immediate 
future. So much depends on fu- 
ture circumstances and conditions. 


“One of the reasons we have 
recommended against a wage rise 
and in favor of social insurance 
and pensions is that the latter 
are more consonant with present 


social requirements and more in 
keeping with the general econom- 
io welfare.” 


And finally, on the subject of 
pensions the board said that, ex- 
cept for Inland Steel, there had 
been no discussion whatever 
among the companies and the 
union on that subject. The report 
did not mention it, but the fact 
is that Inland Steel would not 
bargain.about pensions until the 
union filed an unfair labor prac- 
tice charge aaginst Inland for re- 
fusing to bargain. The charge

on Summary. 
The Economic Council gave its 
estimates in its monthly report to 
the Joint Congressional Economic 
Committee. This is the way it 
sized up the production picture: 

“Preliminary estimates indicate 
that industrial production in Au- 
gust fully recovered the 4 per cent 
drop in July, which had been due 
in part to the spreading practice 
of plant-wide vacations, especially 
in non-durables.” 

It said the Federal Reserve 
Board’s industrial index fixed the 
August mark at 169—using the 
1935-39 average as 100. This com- 
pared with the July figure of 162 
and the October, 1948 mark of 195. 


This increase, however, did not 
boost the production levels to the 
point they were.at the same time 
last year. In July, 1948, the index 
was 186, while the August, 1948 
level was 191, From that point the 
production rate zoomed to 195 in 
October and November, then be- 
gan to fall off as industry after 
industry cut back operations. 

Gain in Durable Goods. 


A significant item in the coun- 
cil’s report was the big increase 
in durable goods industries. The 
August index in this field was set 
at 194, compared with 186 in July, 
The non-durable goods industries 
gained at a lesser rate, advancing 
from 156 in July to 162 last month. 


The council made these other 
observations: 


1. Steel production recovered 
losses suffered in July and by 
early September was back to the 
mid-July rate. 

2. Electric power output con- 
tinued @bove rates of a year ago. 

3. Output of cars and trucks 
was the highest since April, 1929. 

4. Production of minerals rose 
three points over July but still was 
seven notches below the June 
mark. Part of this was attributed 
to the short work week in the 
coal mining industry. 

5. The value of new construc- 
tion continued on the upgrade, 
rising 2% per cent above the July 
figure. At that point it was less 
than 2 per cent below the peak of 
August, 1948. — | 

6. Prices of farm commodities 
continued to drop, bringing a 
slight decrease in the wholesale 
index.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (UP)— 
The death of Supreme Court Jus- 


tice Wiley Blount Rutledge tonight 
cast a pall of sadness over official 
. Washington. 

Word of his dedth was met by 
words of sorrow by his court col- 
leagues. 

Justice Hugo L. Black said the 
court had suffered “two great 
losses” in the deaths of Justice 
Rutledge and Justice Frank Mur- 
phy who died July 19. 

“Mr. Justice Rutledge was not 
only a great judge, but a good and 
great man,” Justice Black said. 

Justice Robert H. Jackson said 
that Justice Rutledge “was a most 
conscientious and sincere public 
servant who ‘gave himself wholly 
to his work.” 

“He overtaxed his strength con- 
stantly through devotion to his 
work,’ he added. 

“The death of Justice Rutledge 
fills me with geep sorrow,” Justice 
Harold H. Bufton said. “He was a 
lovable personality, a conscientious 
scholar and’*a justice with the 
highest ideals. His death at the 
height of his career means a great 
loss to this court.” 

The ceath left President Tru- 
man with his second vacancy on 
the Supreme “Court 
two months. 

Catholic Is Likely. 

Many court observers feel. that 
President Truman’s next appointee 
to the bench likely will be a Ro- 
man Catholic, since he did not 
choose a member of that church 
to succeed Justice Murphy. Jus- 
tice Murphy was the only mem- 
ber of that fuith on the court. 

After appointing Attorney Gen- 
eral Tom Clark as Murphy’s suc- 
cessor, the President remarked 
that ability as a lawyer was the 
important issue, rather than re- 
ligious affiliation. 

Some observers fe't that regard- 
less of this, Truman will now turn 
to a Catholic. The name of the 
new attorney general, J. Howard 
McGrath, cropped up fiyst in this 
speculation.

Rutledge Career: Taught 9 Years 


At Washington U:Law School Here 


Last Roosevelt Appointee Advocated Many 
Legal Reforms, Supported Child Labor 
Law, Civil Rights Measures. 


Fifteen years of legal teaching 
served as the preface for Justice 
Rutledge’s career on the bench. 
He began this work in 1924 at the 


University of Colorado, in Boulder, 
where he had received his degree 
of bachelor of laws in 1922. 

In 1926 he removed to St. Louis, 
as‘a teacher in Washington Uni- 
versity Law School. He became 
dean of the schoo! in 1930, and 
continued in this post until 1935, 
when he went to Iowa City as 
dean of the Law School of lowa 
State University. From Iowa, in 
1939, he was called by President 
Roosevelt to the bench of the 
United States Court of Appeals

former service as United States 
Solicitor General.

Possibly militating against his 
elevation now is the circumstance 
that he has served in his new 
cabinet post only 18 days. 

Another Possibility. 

Another former Solicitor Gen- 
eral, Charles Fahy, also is a possi- 
ble Catholic appointee. A Demo- 
crat, he began his law career at 
Santa Fe, N.M.- He has served re- 
cently on a civilian board which 
is trying to find ways to end 
segregation in the armed forces. 

Others mentioned as _ possible 
successors include Robert P. Pat- 
terson, the former Secretary of 
War, and Judge Learned Hand, 
of the United States Circuit Court 
in New York City. 

Judge Hand has been described 
as “the most distinguished living 
English-speaking jurist,” but his 
age presumably is against him as 
a Supreme Court appointee. He is 
over 77 years old. 

A Catholic jurist whose name 
also has figured in speculation is 
Harold M. Stephens of Utah, chief 
judge of the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals for the District 
of Columbia. He is 63. 

A native of Crete, Nebr., Steph- 
ens practiced law in Salt Lake 
City for many years. He was As- 
sistant Attorney General, has been 
in the Court of Appeals 14 years, 
and has been its chief judge since 
January 1948, 

Senator O’Mahoney of Wyoming, 
also a Catholic, was mentioned for 
the late Justice Murphy’s place. 

There were objections then be- 
cause Wyoming has a Republican 
Governor and O’Mahoney’s Senate 
seat would be filled by a Republi- 
can. 

Some Republicans have com- 
plained about the heavy prepon- 
derance of Democratic judicial ap- 
pointments since the Democrats 
took over the White House in 
1932.

He was a 
frequent speaker in the off-record 
discussions of the Public Ques- 
tion Club, Thursday night group, 
and he was ready to voice his 
views for the record in public 
talks and newspaper letters. 

Views on Gangsters. 


Speaking at a downtown lunch- 
eon on the need for increased pro- 
tection against criminal violence, 
Dean Rutledge said it might be 
necessary to convict and imprison 
gangsters as public enemies, with- 
out conviction of specific criminal 
acts. 

“We shall not overcome the gang 
menace by relying on our present 
legal machinery and our present 
conceptions of crime,” he said. 
“The gang system operates to con- 
ceal evidence and to terrify wit- 
nesses and jurors.” He suggested 
as possible methods inquiry into 
gangsters’ incomes and into their 
individual associations. 

While legal enactments have not 
gone to the length then suggested, 
gang methods have been dealt with 
by increased activities of the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation, and 
by heightened activities against in- 
come tax evasion. 

Dean Rutledge, as he then was, 
advocated a national incorporation 
law, to supersede the state charter- 
ing system for corporations. This 
was advocated particularly as a 
means of dealing with the holding 
company system, fostered by “state 
competition for corporate favor.” 
President Roosevelt’s measure for 
this purpose, the Wheeler-Rayburn 
bill, had his indorsement; it was 
enacted in 1935. 

The ‘proposed child labor amend- 
ment to the Federal Constitution, 
a measure which has never been 
adopted by the required number of 
states, was heartily supported by 
Dean Rutledge. He assailed the 
United States Supreme Court for 
its adverse opinion on congres- 
sional legislation against child la- 
bor, The court’s action, he held, 
deprived the Federal Government 
of an essential element of its con- 
trol over interstate commerce. He 
spoke before the Missouri Legisla- 
ture for ratification of the amend- 
ment, but the opposition, led by 
former Senator James A. Reed, 
prevailed against ratification. 

With other law school] instruc- 
tors, he worked against a bill 
pending in the Arkansas Legisla- 
ture, to make possession and dis- 
tribution of seditious printed mat- 
ter a felony.

WOMAN STABBED TO DEATH 


Mrs. Audrey Walker, Negro, 1821 
Biddle street, was stabbed to death 
at her home last night by Casey 
Chambers, also a Negro, of 1827 
Division street.

peals upheld the conviction of the 
American Medical Association on 
a charge of violating the Sherman 
anti-trust law by activities against 
a group health organization in the 
district.

In a dissent while on the Court 
of Appeals, Justice Rutledge ob- 
jected to a majority opinion sus- 
taining the constitutionality of 
legislation imposing a license tax 
on the sale of religious litera- 
ture. Shortly after he became a 
member of the Supreme Court he 
cast the deciding vote in a 5 to 4 
opinion declaring similar legisla- 
tion in another case to be uncon- 
stitutional]. 

The Rutledge appointment to 
the Supreme Court, when made 
in 1943, was approved by the Sen- 
ate’s judiciary committee within 
three weeks. 

In his first opinion as a mem- 
ber of the Supreme Court, he held 
that two seamen could recover 
from shipowners for injuries re- 
ceived while on shore leave. “Men 
cannot live for long cooped up 
aboard ship,” Justice Rutledge 
wrote, “without substantial im- 
pairment to their efficiency, if 
not also serious danger to dis- 
cipline. 

“Relaxation beyond the confines 
of the ship is necessary if the 
work is to go on, more so that it 
May move smoothly ... In short, 
shore leave is an elemental neces- 
sity in the sailing of ships.” 

Civil Rights Advocate. 


This decision, placing a worker's 
damages before the profits of a 
corporation (in this case Standard 
Oil Co. of New Jersey), was fol- 
lowed by a series of opinions 
which established Justice Rutledge 
as the Supreme Court’s most out- 
spoken advocate of economic and 
civil rights for the individual. 

Reviewing the Rutledge opin- 
ions three and one-half years after 
his appointment, Raymond P. 
|Brandt, chief Washington cor- 
respondent of the Post-Dispatch, 
wrote: 

“The economic liberal has been 
described as one who puts the 
man before the dollar, and the 
civil rights liberal is one who puts 
the man before the government.

New Jersey School Case. 


In the New Jersey school bus 
case of 1947, he was a dissenter 
from the majority opinion of five 
justices, which upheld an ar- 
rangement by which pupils of 
Catholic parochial schools had 
bus transportation at public cost. 
Justice Rutledge reviewed his- 
torically the struggle for absolute 
separation of church and state. He 
acknowledged that parents of 
Catholic pupils had to bear 
heavier school costs than others; 
this, he said, was a price of re- 
ligious freedom for them and 
others. “The realm of religious 
training and belief,” he wrote, re- 
mains, as the First Amendment 
(to the Federal Constitution) 
made it, the kingdom of the in- 
dividual and his God.” 

In the court’s decision of March 
1948 upholding Mrs. Vashti Mc- 
Collum of Champaign, Ill., in her 
suit to stop religious education 
classes at the public school attend- 
ed by her son, Justice Rutledge 
concurred in the majority opinion 
written by Justice Black, and in a 
concurring opinion of Frankfurter.

Government transportation ex- 
perts in Washington said the only 
means by which the Government 
can force an end to the strike is 
to seize the railroad. But there 
was no indication that such a 
move was under consideration. 


A 1916 law enables the Presi- 
dent, in wartime, to order the 
Army to seize and operete any 
transportation system. Govern- 
ment officials said this law could 
be invoked in the present strike 
because the nation technically is 
still at war. Once the railroad 
was seized, employes could be 
stopped from striking by court 
order. 

Strikers held their second mass 
meeting yesterday at United Halls 
(formerly Jeffla Hall), Lafayette 
and Jefferson avenues. J. 
Rolfes, St. Louis strike chairman, 
president of Lodge 64 of the train- 
men’s union, said about 1500 men 
attended the meeting to register 
for strike benefits, as they are 
required to do daily. 


Strikers Cautioned. 


Lee H, Seymour of Cleveland, a 
special representative of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers, addressed the meeting, em- 
phasizing the seriousness of the 
strike and cautioning the men to 
be careful of their conduct. He 
said the entire country was watch- 
ing the strike and urged the men

Picketing of Cotton Belt. 


Picketing of Cotton Belt trains 
began Friday night and continued 
yesterday. A freight train reached 
the picket line at Valley Junction, 
about three miles south of East 
St. Louis, about 9:40 p.m. Friday. 
The train crew declined to go 
through the Missouri Pacific 
picket line. At that point, the 
tracks are used by both Missouri 
Pacific and Cotton Belt trains. 

At 10:30 p.m, another‘ Cotton 
Belt freight train was stopped at 
the same point. Then at 11:32 p.m., 
Train “No. 5, the first section of 
the Cotton Belt Morning Star, a 
passenger train, was due to leave 
Union Station for Dallas, Tex., but 
the crew refused to take the train 
out.’ It still was in the station late 
yesterday, Most passengers either 
had returned to their homes or 
taken other trains south.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 10 
(AP>}—If a Missourian mobves to 
anotier state or quits operating 
his car, he can get a refund on 
his automobile license, Attorney 
General J. E. Taylor held today.

The brief is in support of the 
appeals of two movie writers, 
John Howard Lawson and Dalton 
Trumbo, from their convictions of 
contempt of Congress.

Lawson and Trumbo were two 
of 10 Hollywood personalities in- 
dicted after the House Committee 
charged they* refused to say 
whether they were Communists.

Seeking Holy Year Indulgences 


Only Those Coming to Rome, With Certain 
Exceptions, Are Eligible — Absolu- 
tion Powers Curbed. 


VATICAN CITY, Sept. 10 (UP) 
—Pope Pius decreed today that 
Catholics, with certain exceptions, 
are not entitled to 1950 Holy Year 
indulgences unless they come to 
Rome within that year. 

At the same time, the Pope sus- 
pended the power of confessors to 
grant absolution for extraordinary 
sins. Persons affected by the loss 
of that absolution must seek Con- 
fession in Rome. 

Vatican authorities said bishops 
have the power to impart the spe- 
cial Holy Year indulgences, which 
brings absolution for all sins, if 
they are satisfied that the Cath- 
olic concerned is unable to go to 
Rome for reasons beyond his own 
control. They said each previous 
Holy Year in the history of the 
church had been governed by 


similar regulations concerning in- 
dulgences and confessions. 

A Papal Bull of May 1949 pro- 
claiming the 1950 Holy Year an- 
nounced a special jubilee indul- 


Catholics guilty of an extraor- 
dinary sin will not, with certain 
exceptions, be able to get absolu- 
tion through confession and pen- 
ance during 1950 unless they come 
to Rome, nor will they be able to 
obtain the special Holy Year in- 


dulgence which would bring wai 


solution. 


The exceptions were the sick, 
aged, imprisoned or cloistered, 
persons in iron curtain countries 
prevented from leaving the coun- 
try, or persons who are finan- 
cially unable to make the 4rip. 
They may obtain special indul- 
gence, and pardon from punish- 
ment for their sins, if their bishop 
is satisfied they are prevented 
from making the pilgrimage for 
reasons beyond their control.

“It belonged to 
Tito’s plan of physical liquida- 
tion of certain members of the 
Hungarian republic, Vice Premier 
Matyas Rakosi, Minister of De- 
fense Mihaly Farkas and the head 
of the Peoples Economic Council, 
Minister Erno Gero.” 

Purported Negotiations. 

The indictment said this “ingen- 
ious plan” was organized by Tito 
and was repeatedly discussed by 
Tito, Bankovic and Rajk. 

The purported confession by 
Rajk quoted Bankovic as telling 
Rajk, “you have to think over the 
possibilities of his liquidation. You 
could produce an accident in the 
case of one of them, and the sec- 
ond could commit suicide and the 
other could die suddenly because 
of an illness. “Or-you could kill 
them suddenly in their homes and 
give a plausible explanation later.” 

The indictment said another de- 
fendant, Lazar Brankov, former 
Yugoslav charge d’affairs in Bud- 
apest confessed. 

“Our spying organization pene- 
trated every branch of the Hun- 
garian state apparatus, the army 
and the police and also the lead- 
ership of the Communist and So- 
cial Democratic party.”

KEM EXPLAINS VOTE 
AGAINST TRUMAN 
WELFARE AGENCY 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (AP)— 
Senator Kem (Rep.), Missouri, 
wrote Missouri physicians today 
he opposed the Administration’s 
government reorganization plan 
No. 1 because he believed it would 
have given “great impetus to the 
campaign for socialized medicine.” 
The plan was rejected by the Sen- 
ate. 

The plan called for creation of 
a welfare department, headed by 
a secretary with Cabinet rank, to 
replace the Federal Security 
Agency and to take control of so- 
cial security, federal education aid 
and health activities. 

Kem said the plan presented to 


Congress did not follow the Hoov- 
er Reorganization Commission’s 
recommendations. The commis- 
sion recommended, he said, that 
the welfare department should 
not include the health services, 
that these should be under a new 
united medical administration. 

“The opinion is widely held that 
by placing the medical services 
in the new department, the Tru- 
man Administration attempted to 
bring the socialized medicine pro- 
gram in by the back door,” Kem 
said.

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Is Bigness in Business Good or Bad?— 
Key Question in Anti-Trust Suit Against 


Du Pont, General Motors and U.S. Rubber! | 


Increasing Concentration of 
Economic Power Causes 
Concern — May Be Threat 


to Free Enterprise.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10. 
IG business, target of trust busters for 
B decades, once again is on the defensive. 
The Department of Justice has moved 
against three giant corporations whose 


names are synonymous with American big 


business. Congress wants to find out why, 


despite all the legislation enacted since pas- 
sage of the Sherman Act in 1890, concentra- 


tion of economic power continues to increase, 
and what portent of this fact may be. . 

The Department of Justice suit against 
du Pont, General Motors and United States 
Rubber, filed in Chicago June 30, followed 
by six months the suit to divorce Western 
Electric from the American Telephone & 
Telegraph Corp. and break it up into three 
smaller companies. These are the two major 
anti-trust suits filed since before the war. 


Former Attorney General Tom C. Clark, 
now on the Supreme Court bench, said 
frankly the du Pont action “is directed 
to the breaking up of the largest single 
concentration of economic power in the 
United States.” This gives considerable 
relevancy te@ the broad study of monopolp 
power now being conducted by the House 
Judicmry Gemmitteee to provide a foun- 
dation for legislation. The igquiry is par- 
ticularly concerned with bigness in busi- 
ness, and whether bigness of itself is 
good, bad or indifferent. 

There is ample reason for public concern. 
If the trend toward concentration is evil, as 
many economists think, and cannot be 
stopped by present laws, obviously stronger 
laws are needed. It is generally felt these 
laws need clarification, at least, and it may 
be desirable to try to draw some line be- 
tween bigness and badness. 


Trend Toward Bigness 
Has Not Been Reversed. 


In 1941 the Temporary National Eco- 
nomic Committee found at the close of its 
monumental study of economic concentra- 
tion that, “‘So great a proportion of all 
national savings and all national wealth 
have fallen under the control of a few or- 
ganized enterprises that the opportunity of 
those individuals who will constitute the 
next generation will be completely fore- 
closed unless, by common consent of lead- 
ership in business and government, we 
undertake to reverse the trends responsible |f 
for the present crisis.”’ 

Complete statistics are lacking for the 
war and postwar period, but enough data 
has been gathered by private and Govern- 
ment agencies to show that nothing has 
happened to halt or turn back the tide that 
was running years ago. 

In recent weeks Adolf A. Berle Jr., for- 
mer Assistant Secretary of State and now 
professor of: corporate law at Columbia Uni- 
versity, had some trenchant things to say 
on this subject. 

Testifying before the House Judiciary 
Committee, headed by Representative Eman- 
vel Celler (Dem.), New York, Berle said: 

“We are dealing with the concentration 
and resulting power to exclude or dominate 
small business, power ultimately to revo- 
lutionize American life, power to continue 
the concentration to a point where the con- 
centratéd industry becomes essential as a 
part of the national economy and reaches 
the point at which either it has to be ac- 
cepted as dominant, regulated as a servant 
or socialized outright.” 


This concentration, Berle continued, is 
not s6 much a matter of monopoly as it is 
of “oligarchies” of control, in which indus- 
trial managers “have become a fifth estate 
—a small group of self-perpetuating oligar- 
chies which probably control the industrial 
future of America.”’ He did not imply the 
managers had malicious intent. He con- 
ceded they probably acted honestly accord- 
ing to their lights. 

Among questions that must be answered, 
Berle continued, is whether the anti-trust 
laws are designed to prevent bigness as 
such, “or are you trying to maintain a com- 
petitive system? You can have bigness with 
competition, but if you want competition 
without bigness, you have to do something 
else about it. Bigness possibly is dangerous 
of itself when it reaches a point where it 
threatens to engulf the state or forces the 
state to engulf it.’ 


Business vs., Government 
Battle Now in the Courts. 


The Justice Department civil suit against 
du Pont precipitated what unquestionably 
will be a long and dramatic court battle— 
big business versus big government, with 
stakes of incalculable size. 

The suit was two years in preparation. 
The allegations are set out in a brief 15,000 
words in length. In reply to it Crawford H. 
Greenewalt, president of E. I. du Pont de 
Nemours & Co., sent out an 1800-word letter 
to 100,000 du Pont stockholders, answering 
briefly some of the charges and assuring the 
stockholders that the company would “fight 
this unjustified attack with all possible 
vigor.”’ The full text of the Greenewalt let- 
ter is printed on thjs page. 

The Government’s suit is not ostensibly 
directed at bigness, but charges conspiracy 
to violate the Sherman and Clayton anti- 
trust laws. It does note, however, that du 
Pont is “‘the largest producer in the United 
States of explosives, powder and chemicals,” 
that General Motors Corp. is “the largest 
manufacturing company in the United 
States,”’ and that the United States Rubber 
Co., is “‘the largest manufacturer in the 
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To break up an empire . « « 


United States of rubber tires and tubes, as 
well as of numerous other products made 
in whole or in part from rubber.” 

Named as defendants are du Pont, General 
Motors, United States Rubber, Christiana 
Securities Co., Delaware Realty & Invest- 
ment Corp., and 128 members of the du Pont 
family. The family defendants are all those 
who are related by blood or marriage to 
Pierre S., Lammot and Irenee du Pont and 
who hold or have a beneficial interest in 
shares of voting stock of one or more of 
these corporations: Christiana, 
Realty and United States Rubber. 

The suit charges that Christiana and 
Delaware are personal holding companies of 
the members of the du Pont family and that 
these two holding companies hold a con- 
trolligg interest in the du Pont company. 
It is ‘alleged that in 1917 du. Pont ac- 
quired a controlling interest in General 
Motors and today retains control through 
ownership of 10,000,000 of the 44,000,000 
shares, or 23 per cent, the remaining 34,- 
000,000 shares being owned in small 
amounts by 436,000 stockholders. 


It is charged also that during the period 
1927 to 1929 members of the du Pont family 
who held a controlling interest in. Chris- 
tiana and: Delaware bought about 300,000 
of the 1,761,000 shares of United States 
Rubber, or 17 per cent, which was enough 


to give them control as the remaining shares 


Following is the text of a letter sent 
by Crawford H. Greenewalt, president of 
E. I. du Pont de Nemours & Co., to stock- 
holders, in answer to, the Government's 
anti-trust action discussed elsewhere on 
this page: 


la N anti-trust suit generally regarded 
A as the most important filed in re- 
cent years has been brought against 
your company, General Motors Corporation, 
and U. S. Rubber Company, along with more 
than 100 individual members of the du Pont 
family. I am writing you in regard to this 
suit not only ‘because of its great significance 
to your company but because of what it im- 
plies for business in general and for the wel- 
fare of the country. 

“The central theme of the charges 
brought by the Department of Justice is 
that the individual defendants, through their 
stock ownerships in the various defendant 
corporations, have requiréd these corpora- 
tions to purchase goods from each other, 
thereby serving to restrain trade. 

‘“‘For the du Pont Company, we deny em- 
phatically that our business transactions 
with these companies have been illegal or 
improper in any sense. While not attempt- 
ing to speak for the 100 or more individual 
defendants, we do affirm positively that no 
pressure has been exerted by these persons 
directly or indirectly on the du Pont Com- 
pany’s Management to pursue the course of 
action alleged by the Government. 

“It is impossible for me in the space of 
this letter to deal with the many specific 
charges brought by the Department of Jus- 
tice. They will be answered fully in court 
at the proper time. Many of them are of no 
substance, somé are completely unfounded 
or grossly exaggerated, and even in the ag- 
gregate could not possibly justify the dras- 
tic remedies demanded. 

“For example, it is alleged that the 
du Pont Company ‘subsidized’ its expansion 
‘by using for such purpose the profits de- 
rived by it from the sale of its products 
‘on a closed market basis to General Motors 
and United States Rubber, as well as the 
profits derived by du Pont Company from its 
ownership of General Motors stock.’ 

“This charge has no basis in fact. Du Pont 
has paid out as dividends a higher percent- 
age of net earnings than has been the case 
in most industries. Furthermore, dividends 
from General Motors after taxes have tra- 
ditionally been passed on intact to du Pont 
stockholders. 

“As to du Pont sales, the dollar volume as 
stated by the Department of Justice for the 
10-year period 1938 t» 1947 totaled $134,- 
000,000 to General Motors and $72,000,000 
to U. S. Rubber. These represent 2.6 and 
1.4 per cent respectively of du Pont’s total 
sales during the period to all customers, 
which amounted to $5,090,000,000. During 
the same 10 years, du Pont’s expenditures 
for new plant construction and equipment 
were $458,000,000. Can anyone seriously 
believe that profits from this small percent- 
age of our total sales could support an ex- 
pansion program of such magnitude?

In a very real sense, the Philippines elec- 
tion epitomizes the struggle going on today 
in the Far East. Involved is the conflict 
between Communism and democracy, neith- 
er of which has any broad base of support 
on grounds of definite political conviction. 
Also mixed up in the election that may 
prove crucial to the new republic is a revolt 
against the traditional corruption of Orien- 
tal local governments as well as a hatred of 
colonialism that finds increasing expression 
in anti-white racial doctrines. 


Labeled by Gen. MacArthur 
As ‘Violently Anti-American.’ 


The personal case of Dr. Laurel, whom 
Gen. ‘Douglas MacArthur has labeled “‘vio- 
lently anti-American,” brings all of these 
factors into sharp focus. 

Two years ago, Laurel was on trial for 
his life before the People’s Court on 
charges of treasonable collaboration. To- 
day, he is one of the most powerful men 
in the Philippines and presidential candi- 
date of the strong Nacionalista Party. 

Technically exonerated of treason charges 
under a blanket amnesty granted by the 
late President Roxas, Laurel himself has 
taken the initiative in interjecting the col- 
laboration controversy into the campaign. 

Basically, he has undertaken a campaign 
of personal vindication which, if successful, 
will eleyate him as a symbol of Oriental 
racial aspirations in defiance of western 
influence. 

Laurel’s background and prejudices com- 
plicate an election in which the issues might 
otherwise be clear cut. 

His chief rival is incumbent President

$134,000,000 sales to General Motors made| 
possible that company’s expansion is also not 
supportable. Such allegations show either 
ignorance of the most elementary economics, 
or willingness to distort the significance of 
the facts. 

“Again the charge that du Pont forced 
General Motors and U. S. Rubber to expand 
in lines outside their normal business to 
provide outlets for du Pont products is simp- 
ly absurd. If du Pont’s only means of in- 
creasing sales had been by the enforced ex- 
pansion of customers, it would indeed have 
remained small, insignificant, and presuma- 
bly virtuous. 1 


“The true purpose of this case was 
stated by United States Attorney General 
Tom C. Clark when he said that it was 
‘directed to the breaking up of the largest 
single concentration of industrial power in 
the United States.’ ° From this statement, 
coupled with the nature of the specific 
charges, we can only conclude that this suit 
arises out of a determination by the De- 
partment of Justice to attack bigness in 
business as such. 


‘It is apparent that the Department of 
Justice is proceeding along this path with 
no real understanding of the nature of the 
American economy and with no realization 
of the consequences to that economy of a 
successful attack upon bigness in business. 


“It must be clear to anyone that there 
are many jobs which can be best accom- 
plished by small business, but that there 
are others that can be.accomplished.only by 
large companies with many resources at 
their disposal. It is. the. co-operation be- 
t..een large and small enterprises that has 
contributed strength and vigor to our 
economy. 

“For example, the du Pont Gbilipainy was 
one of the leaders of the drive among 
American chemical manufacturers to make 
this country independent of Germany in 
dyestuffs. That effort required for your 
company an investment of $43,000,000 over 
a period of 18 years before profits offset 
accumulated losses. Only a large company 
could have afforded to take such a risk, or 
could have brought together the technical 
skills required for ultimate success. 

. “The same risks were taken in the devel- 
opment of many new du Pont products such 
as mylon, neoprene synthetic rubber, plastics, 
moistureproof cellophane, snythetic eam- 
phor, agricultural chemicals, ‘Cordura’ high 
tenacity rayon, quick-drying lacquers that 
broke the manufacturing bottleneck in the 
automobile industry, synthetic ammonia and 
the many products coming from ‘high-pres- 
sure synthesis. In each of these, there were 
investments running into many millions of 
dollars, and the lapse of a considerable num- 
ber of years before there was any assurance 
that any of them would be successful or 
would eyer return a profit. Today 60 per 
cent of the sales of your company are in 
products.that did not exist or were not be- 
ing manufactured on a commercial scale 
in 1928.

chiefly as raw materials by other companies. 
Because they were created, literally thou- 
sand of small businesses were enabled to 
exist and prosper through the processing 
and distribution of these new raw materials 
produced on a mass scale at minimum cost. 

“During the recent war your company, 
already burdened with the huge task of sup- 
plying unprecedented quantities of manu- 
factured products for the armed services, 
was asked by the Government to design, 
construct and operate a plant to produce 
plutonium for the atomic warfare program. 
This request was accepted upon the insist- 
ence of the Government that du Pont was 
uniquely qualified for that undertaking. A 


plant costing $350,000,000 and involving: 


technical and industrial problems never be- 
fore encountered was designed and built. 
It produced plutonium in time for‘its effec- 
tive use. 

“Your company belfeves that bigness con- 
tributes its greatest public service when it 
performs those tasks for which it is uniquely 
suited. Because of this belief, we have 
made it our aim to tackle the difficult re- 
search and manufacturing jobs, jobs that are 
beyond the reach of companies less endowed 
with technical. personnel and financial 
resources, 

“America’s recent industrial history must 
make it apparent to anyone that without 
your company and others like it there could 
have been no successful synthetic rubber 
industry, no synthetic textile fibers, no 
30,000,000 automobiles in use, no successful 
atomic energy program, no victory in World 
War II. 

“It should be remembered that du Pont is 
a big company because its products have 
found favor with the American public, and 
for no other reason. Should the day ever 
come when du Pont does not warrant and 
gain this endorsement, du Pont will become 
a small business, or even cease to exist. 
That result would come about simply by 
the decision of millions of Americans that 
competing products could be obtained else- 
where of better quality or lower cost. 

“So it appears that the Department of 
Justice is proceeding against du Pont be- 
cause du Pont has been successful in meet- 
ing the demands of the American public in 
the market place. It is seeking to penalize 
that success, and if it is able to do so, I 
have no doubt that it will proceed to pen- 
alice success in other enterprises. 

“Much is made by the Department of 
Justice of the fact that du Pont owns 10,- 
000,000 shares of General Motors stock. 
Full factual details of this investment and 
its operation have been made public in 
du Pont annual reports and other published 
material over a period of 30 years. 

“Exhaustive studies of this same invest- 
ment were initiated by the Federal Trade 
Commission and the Department of Justice 
in 1927; and.as a result of those studies 
neither made any criticism of du Pont’s in- 
terest in General Motors, no order was 
entered, and no suit was filed.

dals. Only a few months ago, impeachment 
proceedings against Quirino were squashed 
by dint of much political maneuvering and 
horse-trading. 


A third candidate for the presidency is 
Jose Avelino, until three months ago Presi- 
dent of both the Senate and the majority 
Liberal Party. A master machine politician, 
Avelino was kicked out of both posts this 
April on charges of graft and misappropria- 
tion of government funds, and banned for a 
year from his seat in the Senate. 

In a country noted for loose political al- 
liances, many are speculating that Avelino, 
as a last resort, might throw his weight 
behind Laurel in order to wreak vengeance 
on Quirino. 

But the personality and problem of 
Laurel overshadow everything else in the 
campaign. In a highly personalized plat- 
form, he bases his campaign on four funda- 
mental issues: 

First—and foremost, to him—he defends 
his presidency under the Japanese with the 
contention that he protected the Filipinos 
from persecution by their Nipponese over- 
lords and secretly frustrated many Jap aims 
in the Philippines. 

Second, he promises to clean house in the 
government so as to stamp out graft and 
corruption that are blocking Philippine éco- 
nomic and political development. 

Third, he pledges himself to establish 
“peace and order” in the nation that has 
been torn by such Communist-influenced 
insurrections as recently came to world at- 
tention with the assassination of Dona Au- 


That a man who hailed Japanese vic- 
tory in the Philippines as “‘a sacred mis- 
sion” for the purpose of- “eradicating 
Anglo-American influences from this 
quarter of the globe” can be a serious 
contender for the presidency is an indi- 
cation of how deeply Nipponese propagan- 
da penetrated. Consequently, the issue of 
racism with overtones of extreme nation- 
alism remains a dominant theme in an 
election that some observers assert “will 
determine whether America or J ‘apan won 
the war in the Philippines.” 


Laurel’s star rose as American prestige 
feli-in the hectic days following Pear] Har- 
bor, President Quezon, before his flight 
from the Philippines with Gen. MacArthur, 
named Laurel to the dual posts of Acting 
Chief Justice and Secretary of Justice. 

Laurel has repeatedly insisted that Quezon 
overruled his personal determination to join 
the guerillas in the hills with instructions: 
“Stay, Laurel. You are needed here, 
especially on his job cencerning the sur- 
render of Manila.” 

Laurel defends all of his subsequent ac- 
tions during the occupation by citing this 
“mandate” from Quezon. He declares: “I 
took office to save my people from the 
Japs. If I had not, others would have 
served in my place who had personal am- 
bition and not the people’s welfare at heart.” 

Regardless of motive, Laurel's ascen- 
sion under the Nipponese was meteoric. 

First a member of the temporary civil 

government commission established by the 

victorious Japs, he was successively chair- 
man of the Central Pacification Commis- 
sion with the task of quelling guerilla 


and in October, 1948, he 

chief executive of the puppet republic 
without the formality of a general elec- 
tion: 

A few weéks after the end of the heroic 
resigtence on Bataan, Laurel issued a 
public appeal for guerillas to lay down 
their arms. He declared: “If in the past 
we were deluded into serving America 
with our blood, sweat and treasure, we

"I assure you, therefore, that your com- 
pany will fight this unjustified attack with 
all possible vigor. 

“The consequences of defeat in the suit 
are of major import to all stockholders. 
The ‘Government asks among other things 
that the court issue a decree directing 
Pont to sell all of its General Motors 
stock promptly and to distribute the pro- 
ceeds to its stockholders forthwith as a 
cash dividend. 

“The sale of such a substantial block of 
stock on the market, if practicable at all, 
would be certain to depress seriously the 
market price of General Motors securities 
and perhaps many others to a lesser extent, 
and cause vast injury to the several hundred 
thousand General Motors stockholders, as 
weil as to the 100,000 du Pont stockholders. 

“Furthermore, such sale and distribution 
would involve for your company and for its 
stockholders a very large tax liability. First 
there would be the capital gains tax on 
profits resulting from the sale of the stock. 
The subsequent distribution of the proceeds 
would then result in large cash income taxa- 
ble as such to stockholders in the year of 
distribution. Hence the remedy demanded 
by the Department of Justice is largely 
punitive and confiscatory, since it would 
result in channeling perhaps two-thirds of 
ths sum realized from the sale of this asset 
away from the du Pont S&tockholders and 
into the bands of the Government. 

“While the dangers contained in this suit 
are extremély serious not alone for those 
directly interested—the stockholders and 
employes of the companies involved, and 
many thousands of other Americans—the 
philosophy and way of thinking that lie be- 
hind it present an even greater danger. The 
ability of the United States to advance in 
peace and survive in war is threatened by 
this contention that bigness is bad in any- 
thing but Government. 

“In America, we can out-produce the 
world because we have here many able in- 
dustrial organizations capable of producing 
goods in ‘mass quantities for millions of 
people. 

“I hope, therefore, that we may have your 
wholehearted support in resisting this action 
by the Department of Justice, not only on 
your own behalf as du Pont stockholders but 
on behalf of the national defense and the na-

On the eve of Philippine ‘‘independence” 
under the Japs, he proclaimed: “Those of 
us who responded quickly to the appeal for 
co-operation upon the occupation of Manila 
by the Imperial Japanese Forces did s0 
with the understanding and in the belief 
that Japan had come, not to dominate or 


exploit the Filipinos, but to liberate them 


from American domination.” 


Fled With the Japanese 
When U.S. Forces Returned. 


His long record of both personal and of- 
‘ficial collaboration was climaxed in 1944 
with MacArthur’s returning invasion of the 
Philippines. Laurel promptly announced, 
“Because I like my country to be free, I do 
not want the Americans to come back.” He 
facilitated Japanese resistance by procure- 
ment of food and supplies, authorized can- 
scription of Filipino labor corps for the Jap 
military forces, and formed a “Volunteer 
Army for Peace and Order’ to suppress 
guerrilla activities behind the Jap lines. In 
September, he formally declared war on the 
United States in the name of the “Republic 
of the Philippines.” When MacArthur re- 
captured Manila, Laurel voluntarily fled 
with the Japanese officials first to the 
mountain city of Baguio and later to Tokyo 
where he headed a government-in-exile. 

Nevertheless, many thousands of Filipino 
voters continue to revere Laurel for his self- 
claimed heroic action. 

At the same time that he has fanned 
the flames of anti-American feelings, 
Laurel has utilized the Red scare to ham- 
mer at the need for a “strong central- 
ized government to resist the Commau- 
nists.”’ 

Lately his tone has become increasing- 
ly reminiscent of the line followed after 
World War I by Massolini. Emphasizing 
the leadership principle tn government as 
a solution for the nation's problems, he 
advocates “a four-year suspension of party 
activity to achieve unity in this time of 
crisis." He describes the republic as 
“one big family” requiring a leader who 
is “a stern but kindly father.”’ 

As foreigners in an independent country, 
American government officials and business 
men are forced to stand silently by while 
the election campaign rages. They have a 
big stake in its result. Continuation in of- 
fice of the present regime without reform 
may accelerate the present trend toward 
contraction of American interests in the 
islands. On the other hand, if Laurel is 
elected on a wave of anti-American senti- 
ment with the avowed purpose of curtailing 
foretgn financial participation in the Philip- 
pines, their plight is no better, perbaps 
worse. ' 

Meanwhile some Communist agitators and 
their dupes ignore Laurel’s talk of strong 

anti-Communist measures to assert confi- 
dently, “If Laurel slams the door in Amer- 
ica’s face, there will be only one door open 
to him. And if he played ball with the 
Japs, he'll play ball with Russia, if he thinks 


it necessary.”

The scene had so greatly changed 
that I could not recall the exact loca-

‘A Vicious Traffic 


The parents of every high-school-age child in 
the St. Louis area should be concerned about the 
illegal sale of sleeping pills and the “jag parties” 
which some youngsters of that age are having 
with them. ‘ The Pure Food and Drugs Admin- 
istration, which disclosed these conditions, be- 
lieves the St. Louis district—including most of 
Missouri and Arkansas, Southern Illinois, and 
parts of Kentucky and Tennessee—may be the 
worst affected in the nation, with perhaps as 
many as a million sleeping pills illegally sold 
every year. 

St. Louis was warned by the same agency six 
months ago, when it was reported that 47 per- 
sons had been admitted to hospitals here and 
some had died from taking barbiturates, or sleep- 
ing pills, The Pure Food and Drugs Administra- 
tion now discloses that it has worked up cases 
against 25 druggists in the district and believes 
many more are selling the pills illegally. 

The Administration should be encouraged to 
proceed with full force against the offending 
druggists. Until the vice is stamped out, what 
parent can be easy? The prosecutors have ample 
penalties at hand to discourage the practice: a 
year in prison and $1000 fine for the first of- 
fense; for the second, three years’ imprisonment 
and $10,000 fine. Are these penalties excessive? 
Take a look at the crime they are intended to 
stop. 

The sleeping pill, useful under proper medi- 
cal care, is destructive when used indiscrim- 
inately. It slows down the mind so much that 
some doctors believe a person should not at- 
tempt to drive a car after taking sleeping pills 
for a few nights. It causes moral laxity, re- 
leases criminal tendencies, leads to addiction, 
and may permanently damage the mind. Some 
persons who have become addicted to sleeping 
pills have suffered such deterioration of the 
mind that they could not recognize close rela- 
tives. 

The underworld, which has taken over much 
of the traffic in some other cities, gives them 
such names as are given to dope—goof balls, 
yellow jackets, devil’s capsules, In the United 
States about 1000 persons a year die from tak- 
ing them without a physician’s care—and the 
number has been rising steadily since the war. 

Punishment of a few of the worst offending 
druggists should be enough to stop the practice 
among those who are selling barbiturates with- 
out prescriptions merely because they are too 
indifferent to abide by the regulations. 

Druggists who are deliberately bootJegging the 
pills should be handled with the full power of 
the law. 
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Credit to St. Louis U. 

St. Louis University is to be commended 
warmly on its announced lecture series to pro- 
mote better racial understanding in this city and 
the area roundabout. While a 14-week lecture 
course will not solve the problem of prejudice, 
it will unquestionably contribute to popular edu- 
cation in the matter of racial affairs.

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“TI Have Lived!” 


Henri Queuille is observing his first anniver- 
sary as Premier of France. His year in office 
produced remarkable accomplishments, the most 
important being that he managed to remain in 
office. No other French Cabinet has endured 
so long since the war ended. 

The Queuille Government came to power 
when France seemed most threatened by Com- 
munist strength on the left and DeGaullists on 
In addition, production had fallen, 
largely because of strikes. The franc was drop- 
ping in value, and the people feared bankruptcy. 

In March, the French made a major decision. 
The middle-road coalition of parties supporting 
the Government won the elections, though the 
Communists and DeGaullists remained the larg- 
est single parties. Later the people confidently 
oversubscribed a reconstruction bond issue. And 
today Queuille can report solid gains in produc- 
tion and monetary stability. 

It is too much to expect a French Premier to 
be out of trouble, and only two months ago 
Queuille won a test of confidence by just 
three votes. Demands for wage increases 
threaten a crisis next month. The old desire 
for empire has left a costly mess in Indochina. 
A big military budget, intended to make France 
the first defense under the Atlantic pact, remains 
an economic burden. : 

But France is closer to prosperity than most 
European nations. Good crops cut down her im- 
ports, and a tourist boom and recovery funds 
helped supply her dollar needs. * Above all, the 
steadiness of the central government supplied 
an incentive toward economic security. 

When Joseph Sieyes was asked what he had 
done in the Reign of Terror, he replied, “I have 
lived!” After the postwar confusion and politi- 
cal upheavals, the dominant fact in France is 
that a democratic government has survived. 
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The Best and the Worst 


If anything, the business of rating United 
States Senators is even more personal than pick- 
ing All-America football stars. So many differ- 
ent standards of measurement can be set up. 
For example, is a Senator to be rated only for 
his familiarity with the intricacies of parliamen- 
tary procedure, or for the quality of his oratory, 
for the number of pages he fills in the Con- 
gressional Record, for the committees to which 
his seniority has brought him? Or is he to be 
evaluated by the positions he takes on contro- 
versial issues? 

For these reasons, it is easy enough to take 
issue with the results of a recent poll of Wash- 
ington newspaper men. For one example, they 
put Bricker of Ohio at the bottom of the list 
as the “worst” Senator, worse even than Jenner 
of Indiana. This page hardly overflows with 
praise of Bricker. Still, we would venture the 
opinion that the triumvirate of McKellar, Mc- 
Carran and McClellan ought to be under Brick- 
er’s name. They have been more effective in 
blocking legislation and in wasting the Senate’s 
time. 

There are other incongruities in the list. It 
calls for more than a little explanation when a 
Byrd is rated above Kefauver, Morse, O'Mahoney, 
Aiken, Tobey, Ives and others of their caliber. 
The one really gratifying item in the poll, how- 
ever, is the third-place rank accorded to Sena- 
tor Douglas of Illinois, who was just behind 
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Taft and Vandenberg. Douglas is a freshman 
who has been on Capitol Hill less than a year, 
not long enough by senatorial standards to get 
his feet wet, Yet already the corps of correspond- 
ents sees as one of the leaders of the upper 
chamber. Those who watched his career as a 
teacher at the University of Chicago, as an over- 
aged fighting marine and as a campaigner against 
the G.O.P, machine in Illinois are not surprised, 
but they are gratified. 

And the gratification tempts them to accept 
this latest venture into the polling game, a game 
in which arbitrariness has a way of coming out 
ahead of good sense. 
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Freedoms for Europe 

The Assembly of the Council of Europe may 
well have been at its very best in its last action 
before the adjournment of the Strasbourg ses- 
sions. It adopted a European bill of rights and 
called for a European court to enforce these 
guarantees. 

Two or three decades ago, this might have 
been considered a work of supererogation. Par- 
liamentary- governments seemed to be making 
progress almost everywhere on the Continent, 
and it seemed that respect for human decencies 
might be taken for granted. 

But the rise of totalitarianism in Italy, Ger- 
many, Spain and Russia—as well as its threat 
in lesser countries—allows no man today to as- 
sume that human freedom is solidly assured. At 
a time when Europe is marred by slave labor 
camps, devotion to freedom must be fervently 
and effectively reiterated. This the council has 
done with its formal insistence on: 

Security of the person. 

Exemption from all slavery and servitude. 

Freedom from all arbitrary arrest, deten- 
tion and exile. 

Freedom from all arbitrary interference in 
private and family life, home and corre- 
spondence. 

Freedom of thought, conscience and re- 
ligion. 

Freedom of opinion and expression. 

Freedom of assembly, 

Freedom of association. 

Freedom to be united in trade unions. 

The right to marry and found a family. 


These freedoms were affirmed by a vote of 
65 to 1. But it is to be noted that 17 delegates 
did not vote. The chief opposition came from 
the British Laborites who argued that an inter- 
national court to enforce human rights might 
be used by Communists for purposes of propa- 
ganda. 

The argument seems feeble. It should be pd- 
sible to assume that Western Europeans know 
how to keep Communists from playing that 
game. Further, even if they get away with it 
on occasion, that probably represents a lesser 
loss than the failure of the representatives of a 
great democracy to stand up and be counted in 
support of fundamentals. 

Like everything else which the Council has 
done, this bill of rights is only a recommenda- 
tion. It is still up to the individual govern- 
ments to say whether they will unite on any- 
thing. But the Council did what it could. Ht 
sharpened the challenge.

What Kind of Liberal Are You? 


Robert Bendiner, an Associate Editor of The Nation, in Commentary 


Out of some 140,000,000 people in the 
United States, at least 139,500,000 are lib- 
erals to hear them tell it, “liberal” having 
become a rough synonym for “virtuous” 
“decent,” “humane” and “kind to animals.” 

The range in this branch of political life 
is extremely broad, running from primitive 
forms still to be found in the Republican 
party to the grossly over-cultivated variety 
recently flushed at the Cultural and Scien- 
tific Conference for World Peace at the 
Waldorf. For the purpose of science, we 
might first divide the Genus Liberal into 


‘two major species—the Anachronistic and 


the Contemporary: 


I. Species Anachronistica 


They may earnestly believe, along with 
others, that the aim of liberalism is to 
assure to each member of society the great- 
est degree of freedom and welfare com- 
patible with the welfare and freedom of 
others. What they do not appear to see is 
that the point of balance shifts with every 
major shift of political and economic pow- 
er. This myopia leaves them habitually 
and earnestly training their sights on the 
wrong target, as the following varieties of 
the species will indicate: 


(A)* Laissez Faire Liberals 
These are the descendants of the busi- 
ness liberals of the eighteenth and nine- 
teenth centuries, the men who broke the 
last vestiges of power of a feudal aristoc- 
racy and in so doing released energy enough 
to give the world steam engines, electric 
power, air travel and radio; also monopoly, 
unemployment, atomic bombs, and Nature’s 
spelled backwards. When the laissez faire 
they fought for was finally theirs, they used 
it to become Robber Barons in their own 
right, thus making themselves the logical 
target of the liberalism that succeeded 
theirs, : 
Yet they continue to this day to speak 
of themselves as the only true liberals, as 
Jeffersonian Democrats, believers in the 
doctrine that the best government is the 
one that governs least. Actually they know 
ew 
III and they have for generations made use 
of government for their own purposes. The 
protéctive tariff was their invention, they 
will take a subsidy at the drop of a pre- 
ferred stock, and government interference 
to curb the power of trade unions is among 
the most sacred articles of their faith. 


(B) Western Mavericks 

Probably the earliest ancestor of this 
group, classified by Senator Moses back in 
the ‘20s as “Sons of the Wild Jackass,” was 
the Jacksonian Democrat, full of home- 
spun scorn for the effete East and especial- 
ly the bankers thereof. With the West 
gradually turning up its quota of native 
exploiters, some of the substance of the 
anti-Wall Street sentiment has disappeared, 


. but a healthy shadow remains:and is good 


for soap-box purposes to this day. 


(C) 1920 Liberals 

This is a dwindling group characterized 
by an overly developed conviction that his- 
tory repeats itself. The sub-species shows 
on all occasions a fierce determination to 
fight the battles of 30 years ago. 

‘They seem only dimly aware of a dif- 
ference between the hard-pressed Bolsheviki 
of John Reed’s exciting Ten Days and the 
Russian colossus which has since then im- 
posed on a great part of the globe the bless- 
ings of secret police, concentration camps, 


intellectual regimentation, and other stand- 
ard horrors of the totalitarian state. 


II. Species Contemporaria 


It may be assumed that a few of the 
varieties of this species share with the 
Anachronists a narrowness of vision which 
will in time doom them to the same semi- 
extinction. But right now at least they 
are in tune with the times: 


(A) Deal Democrats, New and Fair 


These are the shrewd, intuitive members 
of the Genus Liberal, longer on action than 
on reason. Observers report watching them 
for years on end without seeing so much 
as a sign of a theory or an ideology. Their 
instincts are soundly liberal, however, and 
they get by very well on ideas borrowed 
from other varieties. These are the doers, 
the politicians, of the species. 


' 
(B) The Non-Communist Left 
It is this group, composed of intellectuals, 
ex-Socialists, and the more politically de- 
velopéd leaders of labor, that supply the 
Dealers with ideological guidance. 


So healthy is their hatred of the totali- 
tarian cure-all that they will neither wink 
at Fascist methods for curbing the Com- 
munists nor suffer Communist aid in their 
running battle with reaction, thus securing 
to themselves hearty curses from both 
sides and a fine spiritual glow. 


(C) Fronters, known variously as Fel- 
low-Travelers, Totalitarian Liberals 
Of this sub-species there are two varie- 

ties—the knowing frauds, i.e. Communists 

who for tactical reasons abjure the party 
card, and those who, while making every 
twist and turn of the party line, do so in 


the unbelievable conviction that such con- 


duct is the requisite of honest liberalism. 


(D) Specialists 

I include here those hyper-sensitive racial 
spokesmen who fail to see that the safety 
of their own minority lies in the safety‘of 
all minorities. There are those Catholics 
who never, cease their righteous assaults 
on the curtailment of Catholic religious lib- 
erty behind the Iron Curtain while utter- 
ly indifferent to the fact that in Franco 
Spain a publicly held Protestant church 
service is as illegal as a Communist -rally. 
In this group, too, are those Jews who de- 
mand that “The Merchant of Venice” be 
removed from school libraries. 

A few types of liberals fit into no par- 
ticular species. The Automatic Liberal, 
whose mind was long ago fixed into a rigid 
pattern, out of which judgments emerge 
with a mechanical determination: Russia, 
good; Britain, imperialistic; labor, right; 
business, wrong; press, kept; South, rotten. 

(2) The Personal Liberal, who doesn’t be- 
lieve in action of any sort; he doesn’t have 
to because he “lives” his liberalism. It is 


’ members of this group whose “best friends 


are Jews” and who see no sense in an 
FEPC because they get along fine with the 
colored maid. 

(3) The Southern Liberal. What sets 
him apart is the single, solemn conviction 
that the South should be left to work out 
its racial problem in its own good time. 

(4) The Hyperthyroid. This industrious 
creature not only shares the hair-trigger 
reactions of the Automatic Liberal, but 
spends his life in a constant chase for 
proofs of their validity. For him all prop- 
erty-owners and officeholders are suspect, 
and a restaurant that fails to serve matzoh 
balls in season is probably anti-Semitic. .

MERICAN taxpayers have invested nearly three billion dollars | 
in Italy’s economic revival since 1945. It seems pertinent to ask, 
as: European recovery enters its decisive phase, whether the cit- 


s investment have received a fair 


return for their money. The answer, this reporter is convinced after 
a two-month survey covering most of Italy, is yes. 


You need only ride a train from 
Rome to any other major city 
over re-laid rails and _ rebuilt 
bridges, or to drive a car on re- 
paired roads through thriving 
fields, orchards and vineyards to 
see the evidence of Italy’s recov- 
ery from a ruinous war. 


The evidence of Italy’s recovery 
from a generation of dictatorship 
which corrupted the entire social, 
political and economic structure 
long before this was subjected to 
the additional strains of war is 
less clear. This fact causes some 
observers, among them agents of 
the Congressional Watchdog Com- 
mittee, to despair that Italy may 
be an “operation rathole.” 


There is reason for concern. 
Italy’s problems — overpopulation, 
unemployment, industrial and ag- 
ricultural backwardness, bureauc- 
racy, a cockeyed tax system, car- 
tels and monopolies—are so vast 
and complex that they practically 
defy solution. 

But the fact remains, in my 
judgment, that the answer to the 
$64 question is still in the affirm- 
ative. The most striking results 
of American aid are not economic, 
important as these may be to fu- 
ture Italian and European pros- 
perity, but political. 

Importance of Red Defeat. 

On April 18, 1948, the Commu- 
nists failed to get a majority at 
the polls. The importance of this 
particular consequence of Ameri- 
scan aid to Italy cannot be exag- 
gerated. It goes far beyond the 
mere fact that Communism’s de- 
feat prevented the emergence in 
Italy of a Government subservient 
to the Kremlin and the loss of 
an ally in the west’s conflict with 
the east. The event of April 18 
kept the Soviet Union out of the 
Mediterranean. 

The strategic implications of 
this fact seem to have been lost 
sight of in the recent rush to re- 
trenchment at home. 
been Bulgarized, or suffered the 
fate of Poland, Rumania, Hungary | 
or Czechoslovakia, the present-day | 
Soviet exponents of ancient Rus- 
sian imperial policy would have 
scored a success which would have 
turned the balance completely in 
favor of Moscow. Russia would 
have realized the aspirations of 
Peter, Catherine and Alexander, 
and stood athwart the Mediterran- 
ean, cutting the west’s communi- 
cations with Africa, the oil-rich 
Middle East, India and Southeast 
Asia, and the British Common- 
wealth. 

The eventual Russification of 
Turkey, Greece and the whole 
eastern half of the Mediterranean 
would have been but a matter of 
time. 

Russia had already reached the 
Adriatic in Yugoslavia and Al- 
bania. The Soviet Union’s foothold 
there has been shaken by Marshal 
Tito’s personal determination to 
remain a free agent. 

Also, in considering what the 
United States and the west got 
for three billions of American tax- 
payers’ money, it must be recog- 
nized that a Communist victory a 
year ago last April would have 
produced an Italian civil war of 
major proportions. Italy would, all 
sides admit, have become another 
Greece or, more likely, another 
Spain. 

If the United States bought 
nothing else, it purchased peace 
in Italy. The west might have 
been obliged to go to war then 
to prevent (1) Russian domination 
of Europe, Africa’and the Middle 
East; (2) absorption of several 
hundred additional millions of

Italy’s trade deficit in 1946 was

in 1947. It dropped to $430,000,000 
last year and this year may be 
as low as $400,000,000. But this 
does not mean that it can be re- 
duced much further by 1952, not, 
at least, without cutting down an 
already dangerously low standard 
of living. 

Italy, to put it bluntly, has an 
almost synthetic economy. It can 
never be a self-sufficient country 
due to one factor—overpopulation. 
Overpopulation or, more ac- 
curately, too many people for too 
few jobs, is the problem from 
which all others of the Italian 
economy flow. Every year about 
400,000 are added to the Italian 
labor force. This is not entirely 
due to a high birth rate, which 
is only slightly higher than 
America’s. It is simply a matter 
of too many people in too small 
an area.

It is an error, however, to at- 
tribute Italy’s stand against Com- 
munism in 1948 ta ERP. The con- 
ditions which fostered unrest and 
wide acceptance of Communist 
promises of improvements before 
the elections were relieved, not by 
ERP, but by almost two and a 
quarter billions in presents of 
food, fuel, clothing, raw materials, 
machines and medicines, almost 
entirely financed by the United 
States and distributed through 
AMG, FEA, UNRRA and WAA. 

But to ERP must be credited 
Italy’s continued and growing re- 
sistance to Communist blandish- 
ments and such democratic prog- 
ress as the country has made. 

Probably the most significant 
instance of democratic growth 
under ERP has been the emer- 
gence of a free labor movement. 
The movement, represented by the 
Federazione Italiana del Lavoro 
and the Libera Confederazione 
Generale Italiana del Lavoro, is 
gaining momentum, It may prove 
an effective deterrent to Commu- 
nist efforts to sabotage through 
strikes the rest of the Marshall 
plan program in Italy. 

On the strictly economic level, 
ERP’s success in Italy cannot 
match the progress Made in coun- 
tries like Belgium, Britain, Den- 
mark or Holland. The statistics, 
at least, show this country to be 
behind those others in industrial 
and agricultural perforMance and, 
in some categories, to be below 
its own 1938 marks. But Italy 
had further to go toward recovery 
than the others. Except for Ger- 
many, no other European coun- 
try was as badly damaged by the 
war. By the end of June the 
most optimistic estimate of Ital- 
ian recovery after an ERP invest- 
ment of about $700,000,000 was

Competition is regarded as hav- 
ing these advantages: It serves 
the consumer, operating negative- 
ly to protect him from extortion; 
it encourages the continuous im- 
provement of industrial efficiency ; 
it keeps the door open for new 
blood and new ideas, making for

On the other hand, competition 
does not invariably serve the pub- 
lic good and sometimes results in 
economic waste; in times of un- 
employment it may be injurious 
to labor; it causes inefficiency in 
the use of natural resources; it 
is often costly in losses to in- 
vestors and in business mortality. 

Monopoly can often offset the 
disadvantages of competition, It 
can avoid wasteful duplication of 
productive facilities, it can sim- 
plify and standardize products, it 
can minimize selling expenses, it 
can command research and freely 
use the results, it can afford the 
investor greater security and it 
has other advantages. 

Disadvantages of Monopoly. 

Here are some of the disad- 
vantages of monopoly: It offers 
the consumer no protection against 
extortion and the worker no pro- 
tection against poor employment 
conditions; it inflicts no penalty 
on inefficiency and is not con- 
ducive to economic progress; it 
prevents full use of productive 
capacity and obstructs adjustment 
to change; it obstructs raises in 
living standards.

HE author of the now cele- 
T brated book “The Seven 

Storey Mountain” has again 
communicated with the world 
from the depths of his contem- 
plative life at Gethsemani Abbey 
in Kentucky. Mr. Merton, or 
Brother Louis as he is now called 
since he was ordained as a priest, 
has written his latest book with 
a threefold purpose: to present 
a historical outline of the Cister- 
cian or Trappist order’of which 
he is a member, to review com- 
prehensively the daily existence 
of a monk and to describe, as far 
as words can do so, “‘the intoxica- 
tion in the waters of contempla- 
tion.” 


“The Waters of Siloe”’ will 
naturally have a greater inter- 
est for Catholics than for others 
but no one, I believe, will find it 
dull. Mr. Merton commands a 
mature literary style which, in 
this instance, is affected by a 
glowing enthusiasm for his sub- 
ject. His account of Cistercian 
history revolves around the char- 
acters of its preeminent leaders 
such as St. Bernard of Clairvaux, 
Father Jean-Armand de Rance, 
Father Augustin, Dom Urban 
Guillét, Father Eytropius Proust 
and many others, and in most 
instances he has successfully il- 
luminated the traits of tempera- 
ment that inspired them to sig- 
nificant action. 


It was Father de Rance, for 
instance who restored’ a pristine 
austerity to Cistercian monasti- 
cism in the seventeenth century. 
His successors benefited from his 
reforms; but Father de Rance

still did not represent the right 
balance of penance and contem- 
plation.

In describing the life of the 
contemplative, Mr. Merton is 
careful to explain that strict ob- 
servances —— poverty, silence, 
prayer and penance—are not 
ends in themselves but ways of 
attaining a perfection of commu- 
nity with one’s fellow contem- 
platives and unity with God. To 
fe@i pride in the act of penance 
ig as bad, in its way, as valuing 
too highly a material possession. 

“God works in silence,’ says 
Mr. Merton and the contempla- 
tive, he says, is closer to God 
than any human being in or out 
of the chureh. To understand 
what he means by this, one must 
have had his experience. He is 
describing, therefore, a state of 
being that must be compared to 
a far country whose language is 
untranslatable.

How the Battleship Bismarck Was Sunk 


THE BISMARCK EPISODE, by Cap- 
tain Russe'l Grenfell, R. N. [ 
Macmillan Co., 219 pgs., $3.) 


HE epic stary of those six 
Tam days in May, 1941, 

when the German battleshfp 
Bismarck sank Britain’s famous 
Hood and in turn was sunk by 
two battleships and two cruisers 
is told in a laconic but essential- 
ly dramatic style.

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HARRIS ARRESTED, 


FREED ON BOND IN’ 
SHELTONSHOCTING 


Gangster Claims Alibi in 
Denying Any Part in 
Ambush — Says Auto 


Was Disabled. 


Charles (Black Charlie) Harris, 
ex-convict and gangster, Was ar- 
rested on his brother’s farm near 
Fairfield, Ill., yesterday afternoon 


On a warrant charging him with 
assault with intent to commit 
murder in the shooting early Fri- 
day of Earl (Little Earl) Shelton, 
nephew of the Shelton brothers 
who terrorized Southern [Illinois 
for many years. Fairfield is 125 
miles east of St. Louis. 

Harris furnished $5000 bond and 
was taken back to the farm under 
police guard. Date for the pre- 
liminary hearing was set for 
Oct. 

Asked for a statement, Harris 
told reporters, “I don't believe I 
have anything to say.” 


Offers an Alibi. 

When Harris was taken into 
custody by Sheriff Hal Bradshaw 
he presented his disabled new 
Pontiac convertible as an alibi in 
denying any knowledge of the 
Shelton shooting. He showed the 
Sheriff the automobile and claimed 
it had not been used since Tues- 
day when a radio was removed for 
repairs. 

Sheriff Bradshaw 
necessary to disconnect 
hoses and several accessories to 
remove the radio and they ap- 
peared not to have been replaced 
since the radio was taken out. 
The Sheriff said the machine bore 
no bullet marks as the Shelton 
clan ciaimed it would after “Lit- 
tle Earl” fired back at his at- 
tackers, 

Harris was arrested on the war- 
rant which was issued by State’s 
Attorney Gerald Mayberry. Carl 
(Little Carl) Shelton, brother of 
the wounded man and also a Shel- 
ton nephew, signed the complaint. 

Evidence for the charge, May- 
berry said, was based on the fact 
that “Little Earl” “Shelton sup- 
plied authorities with a license 
number and description of the 
gZunmen’s automobile which 
checked out to be that of Harris, 
a distant relative of the Shelton 
family who broke with the Shel- 
ton clan in an argument over cat- 
tle two years ago. 


Sheriff Demanded Warrant. 

Sheriff Bradshaw had _e de- 
manded that a warrant be issued 
before he took any action in tak- 
ing Harris into custody. 

Meanwhile, the condition of | 
“Little Earl,” who is in the Dea- 
coness Hospital at Evansville. | 
Ind., was reported much better 
by his uncle, “Big Earl” Shel- 
ton, who has been maintaining «a 
vigil at his bedside just as “Little 
Earl” did last May when the elder 
Shelton was in the same hospital 
suffering from bullet wounds when 
he was shot in the Shelton’s gam- 
bling establishment at Fairfield. 

“Little Earl,” who was shot 
eight times by the gunmen who 
used two types of weapons, one 
presumably a machine gun, still 
has two bullets in him. Hts most 
serious wound, according to “Big 
Ear!” Shelton, is one in the abdo- 
men. 

“If no infection sets in it looks 
like he will make it even though 
he is pretty well shot up,” he told 
a reporter. 

“Little Earl” Shelton, who is 29 
years old, served as an infantry- 
man in the war. He was badiy 
burned when a transport was sunk 
en route to Europe. Oil on the 
ocean water caught fire and 
burned a number of soldiers in 
lifebelts in the water. Shelton was 
confined to.a hospital in Europe 
for four months but later saw 
combat duty in the European 
theater 


Police Reluctant. 
Fairfield police had been reluct- 


ant to act in the case, stating pub- 
licly that they doubted that “Little 
Earl” could have seen the license 
number of his assailant’s car in 
the darkness. 

At Evansville, “Big Earl” Shel- 
ton pointed out that “Little Earl” 
told him on regaining conscious- 
ness that he could see the front 
license plates of the attacker's 
machine in the light of the head- 
lights of his own machine. 

“Little Earl” was shot as he 
pulled up im front of his home 
at 117 Elm street. He threw him- 
self on the floor of his Buick and 
probably saved his life by the 
action as 21 bullets riddled the 
front door at the driver’s side. 
Shelton ‘managed to fire several 
shots as the machine of the. gun- 
men sped away. 

“Little Earl” was the fourth 
Shelton shot down in the past two 
vears. Carl, leader of the brothers, 
was ambushed and killed on Pond 
Creels road near Fairfield on Oct. 
23, 1947. “Little Earl” and Ray 
Walker, former Shelton lieutenant, 
escaped injury although the truck 
in which they were riding was 
riddled with bullets. Bernie Shel- 
ton was ambushed and killed near 
the office of the Shelton Amuse- 
ment Co., near Peoria on July 26, 
1948. The shooting of “Big Earl” 
was the third incident. 

Accused in Other Shooting. 

Harris was named as taking 
part in the attack on Carl but de- 
spite the statements of witnesses, 
a grand jury failed to indict him. 
The grand jury was advised by 
former State’s Attorney Virgil 
Mills who publicly stated that he 
felt the indictment of Harris 
would add fuel to the feud be- 
tween the Shelton and Harris 
factions. 

Harris was seen at the scene of 
the ambush of Carl and was carry- 
ing a rifle. Carl Shelton was 
heard to shout to his assailants 
after the shooting began, “Charlie, 
don’t shoot anymore, you've killed 
me.” The Sheltons and Harris had 
been quarreling over the beating 
of Harris’s nephew in a tavern 
brawl.

CHINA ARMS ROW 
MAYBE SETTLED 
BY VANDENBERG 


Senator Said to Be Work- 
ing on Plan to Curb 
Truman’s Power to 
Spend $75,000,000. 


By JACK BELL 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (AP)— 
Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, took the lead today in a 
move to settle a growing Senate 
fight over arms aid to non-Com- 
munist China, 

Vandenberg would not comment 
but friends’ said he hopes to lay 
before the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions and Armed Services Com- 
mittees Monday a compromise on 
this dispute swirling about the 
Administration’s $1,314,010,000 for- 
eign military aid bill. 

Committee members voted 12 to 
9 yesterday to write into the meas- 
ure a section giving President 
Truman a free hand on deciding 
on how—or whether—to spend 
$75,000,000 to bolster anti-Commu- 
nist forces in any part of Asia. 

Knowland Critical. 

Senator Knowland (Rep.), Cali- 
fornia, called this provision, spon- 
sored by Chairman Connally 
(Dem.), Texas, of the Foreign Re- 
lations group, “totally umnaccept- 
able” and only an “empty gesture” 
to those who want some effective 
help given fighters against Com- 
munism in China. 

Vandenberg was reported work- 
ing on a proposal under which 
the $75,000,000 could be spent at 
the President’s direction on proj- 
ects which had been approved in 
advance by American military 
leaders. 

This apparently would increase 
chances of aid for any segment of 
Nationalist China which could 
demonsrate that the military sup- 
plies involved would be put to good 
use. 

However, Connally said he isn’t 
disposed to compromise . further 
on the China question. 

Connally told reporters’ the 
President, under the amendment 
as it stands, could be expected to 
require that any aid given Chi- 
nese Nationalists be based on def- 
inite programs, approved in ad- 
vance by military leaders. 

Threat of Floor Fight. 

Knowland, who has threatened 
to carry his fight for China aid 
to the Senate floor, told a reporter 
he will agree to any reasonable 
compromise. , 

He criticized the Connally pro- 
vision sharply, contending its 
wording is such that money might 
be spent anywhere in Asia with- 
out Congress being able to find 
out what had been done. 

The Connally amendment said 
that if the President-found it “in- 
advisable to specify the nature of 
such expenditures” he wouldn't 
have to tell Congress how the 
money was paid out. 

“I don’t want some of the State 
Department boys to decide how 
this money is going to be spent, 
or if it is going to be spent,” 
Knowland declared, “They haven't 
demonstrated in the past that they 
can do anything effective about 
China. 

“The money should be spent

Unless it is compromised in 
committee, the argument over aid 
to China seemed likely to become 
the chief issue in Senate debate 
over the foreign arm bills, the 
main purpose of which is to arm 
Atlantic pact nations. 

Senators George (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, Russell({ Dem.), Georgia, and 
Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, who voted 
against approval of the principle 
of the bill in committee, are ex- 
pected to take the lead in efforts 
to cut the amount involved, 

Division of Money. 

The bill now provides one bil- 
lion dollars for rearming North 
Atlantic treaty nations, $211,370,- 
000 for Greece and Turkey, $27,- 
640,000 for Iran, Korea and the 
Philippines and the $75,000,000 for 
Asia. 

*The House passed the arms: aid 
bill with $580,495,006 for pact na- 
tions and tne same amount as 
the Senate bill carries for other 
nations,but it did not contain the 
Asia aid amendment. 

Chairman Tydings (Dem.), 
Maryland, of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee told report- 
ers he thinks most of those who 
favor a foreign arms program will 
support the bill about as it stands. 

He said the closeness of a 13-to- 
10 vote within the committee 
against cutting the western Euro- 
pean aid amount to $300,000,000 
was not a true sign of committee 
sentiment, since other issues, in- 
cluding aid to China, were in- 
volved. George said this proposal 
will be put before the Senate. Sen- 
ator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, who ex- 
pects to vote against the arms 
program, said he will support the 
reduction effort. 

Tydings predicted the committee 
will approve Monday an amend- 
ment which would furnish aid to 
European countries to help retool 
their arms plants. 

Republicans, including Vanden- 
berg, have insisted that the funds 
ought not to be spent to build 
new foreign arms plants. They 
may agree to the retooling provi- 
sion, however. Most of such funds 
would be spent to help France 
step up its production of planes 
and trucks.

Communists Struggling 
Against Unemployment and 
Inflation Issue Larger Notes. 


SHANGHAI, Sept. 10 (AP) — 
The Chinese Communists, strug- 
gling with unemployment and in- 
flation, called on Shanghai's 6,000,- 


000 population today to “let three 
peoples’ rice be shared by five.” 

The Red press admitted unem- 
ploymen’ is so serious that their 
retrenchment policy in govern- 
ment offices and factories has 
been suspended. Discharged gov- 
ernment workers who can’t find 
jobs will be taken back at a mini- 
mum living wage. 

In other columns, the Red press 
announced Communist money is 
to be printed in $500 and $1000 
notes. So far the largest denomi- 
nation is $200. The announcement 
has an ominous sound to infla- 
tion-wise Shaghai. 

All over this tortured city — 
fourth largest in the world—peo- 
ple asked one another: “Must the 
Reds resort to printing press 
money like the Nationalists?” 

At the time of the Communist 
fakeover one American dollar 
brought 300 Red dollars. Today, 
three and one-half months later, 
the official rate is $1 United 
States to 2700.

Petain ‘Eating His Heart Out 
With Loneliness,’ His Wife Says 


Former Marshal of France Not Ailing, She 
Reports — ‘Paces Like a Lion in 
His Little Cell.’

ILE D’YEU, France, Sept. 10 
(AP)—Madame Annie Petain today 
denied recently published reports 
that her 93-year-old husband—im- 
prisoned former Marshal of 
France—was ailing and might not 
live through the winter. 


“He is just fine,” she said in an 
interview, “though he suffered 
during the hot weather earlier in 
the summer.” 

Then she added: ‘ 

“Things cannot go on much 
longer as they are. He is eating 
his heart out with loneliness.” 

Marshal Henri Phillipe Petain 
has been imprisoned as a traitor 
on this bleak Atlantic island for 
four years. He is under life sen- 
tence. 

“He never sees anyone except 
me,” his wife said. 
cal prisoners are allowed to talk 
with their fellow-prisoners but he 
has no one. Although I am allowed 
to see him every day, he finds the 
nights are terrible. He doesn’t 
sleep much any more and gets up 
at all hours to pace like a lion in 
his little cell. Sometimes he 
spends hours of the night in.re- 
arranging his few possessions in

lantern.” 

At the same time she said no 
plea nor complaint about his 
treatment was coming from Petain. 
Several times he had sternly told 
her: “No-‘complaints will ever go 
out from here.”

M’ARTHUR TO KEEP 
WIDE AUTHORITY IN 
JAPAN, SAYS ARMY 


TOKYO, Sept. 10 (AP) — Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur will continue 
to exercise “the widest range of 
autonomy” in the. occupation of 
Japan, Under Secretary of the 
Army Tracy S. Voorhees declared 
today. 

In other words, he told a news 
conference, there will be no 
change in army policy of allowing 
the fullest possible latitude to 
theater commanders without 
“back seat” driving from Wash- 
ington. 

Voorhees was summarizing the 
results of a two-week visit to 
Japan. There have been recent 
reports in Japan that Washington 
might assume more direct control 
of Japanese affairs.

The plans disapproved were for 
Andrew, Barton, Benton, Calla- 
way, Clark, Clay, Franklin, Harri- 
son, Jasper, Lafayette, Lawrence, 
McDonald, Madison, Pettis, Pike, 
Randolph and Saline counties. 

Under the 1948 consolidation act, 
intended to enlarge and strength- 
en smaller districts and to im- 
prove their financial position, a 
school district will be required to 
have an assessed valuation for 
.taxation of at least $500,000, or 
have an average daily school at- 
tendance of not less than 190 
pupils. The state board of edu- 
cation may modify these require- 
ments when circumstances or 
geographical situations justify 
modifications, , 

56 Elections. 

Elections have been held in 56 
counties. In 22 of them merger 
plans were ratified in whole or 
in part, resulting in consolidation 
of 844 former districts into 84 
new enlarged districts. Individual 
annexations have eliminated an 
additional 200 districts. In 24 
counties merger plans were beaten 
in elections, including 17 proposals 
to establish a single district or 
“county unit” plan in a county. 

Before any of the elections were 
held the state had 8385 public 
school districts. The department 
of education has not compiled 
a new total because several county 
elections are pending. 

Under the St. Louis county 
plan approved by the state board 
yesterday, 13 existing districts 
will not be changed. They are 
the Affton, Bayless, Brentwood, 
Clayton, Hancock Place, Jennings, 
Maplewood-Richmond Heightea, 
Normandy, Ritenour, University 
City, Webster Groves, Wellston 
and West Walnut Manor districts.

Nobody knows for sure if the 
Rock still can fight in the old pre- 
Tony Zale style, but some 35,000 
are expected to pay about $200,000 
to find out for sure. There will 
be no television but the bout, 
scheduled for, 9 p.m. (St. Louis 
time) will be broadcast. 

Graziano, at 27, is at the cross- 
roads of his career. Three ter- 
rific bouts with ex-champion Zale, 
two knockout defeats and one 
kayo victory, may have snuffed 
out the “killer” spark. You 
wouldn’t think so if you saw him 
manhandle his sparring partners 
at his Summit, N.J., training camp. 

Two Easy Victories. 

Two tuneup bouts for the Rock, 
after he was restored to good 
standing by the New York State 
Athletic Commission, showed lack 
of condition. 
Claus and Joe Agosta in out-of- 
town battles this summer 
Claus had the Rock on the floor 
and Agosta cut him. After that 
Graziano settled down to serious 
work and sparred some 90 rounds 
at camp. 

At least Graziano talks like the 
Rock of old. After this he wants 
Ray Robinson, Jake Lamotta, 
Marcel Cerdan or even light 
heavyweight king, Freddie Mills. 
That is, if he wins. 

“T’ll fight anybody,” he said, 
“but it’s got to be big money. No 
more tuneups. Them’s for the 
birds.” 

Students of applied Graziano 
psychology—a sure way to wind 
up talking to yourself—think the 
Rock will have the right mental 
approach for this fight. First off, 
he’s fighting a welterweight. That 
always has been his meat. Then 
again, Fusari’s record, impressive 
as it may be, shows few knockouts 
af top-notch fighters. They say 
‘Rocky will have no reason to be 
cautiaus. 

Game Needs Socker. 

A return of the Graziano of 1945 
would be a terrific lift to the box- 
ing game, which is in desperate 
need of fighters who can sock. 
Nobody will say the Bock can't 
peg thunderbolts. 

The early odds make Graziano a 
5-to-6 favorite, although he will 
be fighting a finely conditioned 
athlete who is three years young- 
er. Fusari’s one-round knockout of 
the late Vince Foster was his most 
sensational triumph but he also | 
holds wins over Rocky Castellan | 
and Red Priest, 
weights. 

Fusari has lost only four of 66 
bouts, all by split decisions. Cas- 
tellani had him on the floor. So 
did Frankie Palermo, but he never 
has been stopped. 

Vic Marsillo, Fusari’s manager, 
put in a beef about the Rock's 
habit ot grabbing an opponent 
with one hand and hitting him 
with the other, when the fighters 
met Friday for preliminary phys- 
ical exams.

Building Code for Nation 


Finished at Hearing Here; 
Ready for Convention Vote 


The Basic Building Code, a document to foster a common atandard | 


of building regulations throughout the nation, rating construction 
according to its function an dperformance, has been completed. It is 
expected to get final approval of the Building Officials’ Conference of 
America, which has sponsored and produced it, at the organization’s 


annual convention in Washington, 


D.C., Oct. 31-Nov. 38. 


Final revisions in the language of the code were made during nine 
days of hearings and committee meetings concluded at the Statler 


Hotel here last Sunday. Writing 
of the code was begun by the 
Building Officials’ Conference in 
1945 and has consumed, conserv- 
atively ‘estimated, 40,000 man 
hours of volunteered mental and 
physical labor (worth, roughly, if 
it could have been purchased, 
about $400,000) and actual cash 
expenditure by the Building Of- 
ficials’ Conference of about $95,- 
000 for the services of a co-ordi- 
nator, clerical help and incidentals 
such as printing and postage. 

One copy of the code is to be 
made available—without charge— 
to any community in the United 
States who wants to enact a code, 
or replace an old and unsatisfac- 
tory one, Extra copies are to be 
supplied at some nominal cost 
figure representing the printing 
and handling expense. 

‘Document of Standards. 

Fourteen thousand cities in the 
United States are said to have no 
building code. Two thousand 
others have codes they are seek- 
ing to revise or replace, and in- 
quiries already have been made 
concerning the new document by 
many municipalities and other in- 
dividuals and organizations. 

The Basic Code is a document 
of functional and performance 
standards applicable anywhere, 
and is to be set up in complete 
and in abridged form. The 
abridged form already has been 
available for use by cities and 
towns of 25,000 population or less, 
and the complete code is to be 
made available to cities and towns 
with population of 25,000 and up. 

Four small communities, two in 
New York State, and the St. Louis 
suburbs of Berkeley City and Bel- 
Ridge, already have adopted the 
abridged form of the code as law 
for their areas. Whatever slight 
changes may accrue to the 
abridged form of the code by 
reason of final revisions in the 
master copy of the complete code, 
will be passed on to these com- 
munities. 

In addition to the Basic Code, 
which sets up requirements, there 
is to be a companion volume called 
the “Construction Code,” which 
will deal with manner of use of 
materials to achieve the require- 
ments of the Basic Code, In this 
supplemental delineation of regu- 
lations there still remain some 
“specifications,” which the code 
writers found it dmpossible to get 
entirely away from, and it is 
partly for this reason that it is 
to be set up on a supplementary 
basis. It will be subject to change, 
though the basic code will not. 

One of the principal reasons for 
the writing of the Basic Code was 
to replace “specifications” with 
standards of performance which, 
if met by some new material in- 
troduced to the trade would auto- 
matically permit such material to 
go into use without the expedient 
of demonstratiéns and political 
salesmanship, repeated over and 
over at great expense in thou- 
sands of cities, towns and villages. 

Part of Project. 

Standards of performance and 
function are those which deal with 
fire resistance, strength, resist- 
ance to corrosion, moisture ab- 
sorption, etc. in contrast to 
“specification” regulations which 
require such things as certain 
thicknesses (whether the resultant 
construction could measure up to 
standards of performance or not) 
and certain materials (even 
though some other material might 
do the job just as well). 

The code, itself, is only a part 
of the project undertaken by the 
Building Officials Conference of 
America in the program initiated 
in 1945, and will become effective 
only in so far as it is voluntarily 
accepted by the nation’s commu- 
nities as basic to their local laws 
governing construction. 

The other part of the B.O.A.C. 
project is the Building Officials 
Foundation, a permanent organi- 
zation set up by the Conference 
td implement’ the code on a con- 
tinuing service basis to all com- 
munities in the nation that see 
fit to adopt it. 

The Foundation is to serve as a 
“clearing house,” and recognized 
ultimate authority through which 
the rating of materials and prod- 
ucts with regard to standards of 
performance and function may be 
made available to building code 
administrators throughout the na- 
tion, 

Foundation representatives are 
to observe, catalog and report the 
results of tests of materials and 
products made according to na- 
tionally recognized standards at 
whatever qualified laboratories 
the manufacturer of such materi- 
als or products may chose to have 
them tested. Thus the tests of a 
material made at a single location 
in the nation may strive to-make 
it acceptable without further ex- 
penditures by a manufacturer to 
test or demonstrate or satisfy an 
official

Some 15,000 members of the Na- 
tional Association of Home Build- 
ers in more than 600 communities 
throughout the nation today begin 
observance of the first anniversary 
of National Home Week. During 
the ensuing week millions of 
Americans will have the oppor- 
tunity of viewing first. hand the 
newest developments of the home 
construction industry. 

The entire industry—from the 
mines and forests and factories to 
the construction site—will join in 
demonstrating to the people the 
tremendous strides in materials, 
techniques and equipment that 
made possible the record this year 
of 425 completed homes in the na- 
tion every working hour. 

This record of the nation’s sec- 
ond largest industry has been 
made possible through the or- 
ganized efforts of the. National 
Association of Home Builders and 
its 123 Affiliated Home Builders’ 
Associations in as many cities. 

Established to Serve. 

The National Association of 
Home Builders was born in the 
days just before Pearl Harbor. As 
the nation progressed toward war 
and as government controls were 
steadily tightened, builders real- 
ized that united action was neces- 
sary to preserve private building 
under the stress of war. Confident 
that private industry could best 
build homes for war workers and 
with the view of aiding the war 
effort, builders associations in all 
principal war production centers 
united to form the NAHB. 

The NAHB is a non-profit or- 
ganization established to serve as 
the trade association and national 
spokesman of the American home 
building industry. Its active mem- 
bers are many thousands of the 
outstanding builders across the 
nation. Its associate members are 
men engaged in fields vital to the 
building of houses—labor finance, 
production of materials and appli- 
ances, distribution, brokerage and 
community planning. 

The history of home builder 
associations, however, g0es back 
much further. Local builder asso- 
ciations, ancestors of some of the 
present NAHB affiliates, have been 
functioning in some cities since 
1923. But not until November 1941 
did the industry have a represen- 
tative national organization. 

Directors Meet Regularly. 

To keep up with affairs which 
affect the industry on a national 
basis, NAHB maintains its own 
headquarters with an expert staff 
in Washington, D.C. The associa- 
tion maintains daily contact with 
the administrative branch of the 
Government.

Ed. Juncker just dug in to 
start building homes, That is to 
say, he started by being first an 
excavation and concrete founda- 
tions contractor, The building of 
complete homes began after he 
had gained complete experience 
with foundations. 

Since the foundation is an im- 
portant part of every home, that’s 
probably all :to the good, for 


George W, McDonald and with 
George N. McDonald in the proj- 
ect of Berkeley Orchards, Inc., a 
subdivision development on the 
west side of Airport road in Berk- 
eley, at the west edge of Fergu- 
son.

\Building Sold 


With No Cash 


To Veterans 


Four war veterans, Paul Shatz, 

Harry Schwartz, Larry Parkerand 
Ivan Chorlins, have purchased a 
$36,000 four-family apartment 
building at 7270 Balson avenue, in 
University City, with a full GL 
loan and no down-payment, as the 
result of efforts of Lee Richards 
of Bayer-Rickhoff, Inc. This is 
said to be the first instance in 
Missouri in which a co-operative 
purchase has been achieved with 
a full-price veterans. loan. 
Richards said that he and Fred 
Schwaller, a real estate dealer: in- 
terested in development of a sim- 
jlar transaction, had gone to 
Washington, D.C,, to work out de- 
tails of the purchase and loan 
agreement, for which, until now 
there Had been no working forms 
developed by the Government 
agencies concerned: with guaran- 
teeing the loan. Although some- 
what similar. transactions had 
been-worked out in Chicago and 
elsewhere, in areas where financ- 
ing is done by mortgages, Rich- 
ards said no such transaction had 
previously been undertaken in a 
state using the “deed of trust” 
type of mortgage record. 
Richards said that John C. At- 
terbury of the St. Louis office of 
the Veterans Administration, and 
Acton C. Shelton, of the local 
guarantee division of the VA, had 
been instrumental in promoting 
favorable reception of the transac- 
tion, but that in Washington, he 
and Schwaller saw T. B. King, di- 
rector of the Veterans Loan Guar- 
antee service; Thomas Hickey, 
chief of the Home Loan Division 
of the VA; and Richard Dyas, a 
vice president of the RFC, act- 
ing for the Federal National Mort- 
gage Administration (Fannie 
May),. the’ secondary market of 
guaranteed mortgage papers. 

The loan, being made locally by 
the Laclede Bond & Mortgage Co., 
guaranteed by the Veterans Ad- 
ministration’s home loan guaran- 
tee division, may eventually find 
its way to Fannie May. 

The apartment, 
building which the purchasing vet- 
erans are to occupy, with their 
families, has five-room dwelling 
units, a four-car basement garage, 
is heated by gas. The building 
is of matt brick, on a 50 by 133- 
foot lot. 

Schwaller had no interest in the 
Bayer-Rickhoff transaction. It has 
not yet been reported whether he 
has closed the deal in which he 
was interested.

meets the performance require- 

ment of the code, it would be ac- 

cepted on its merits anywhere, 
Permanent Committee. 

The Foundation, moreover, is 
to maintain a “plan checking serv- 
ice” through which plans and 
specifications for a building to be 
erected in a community, in which 
there is an inadequately staffed 
building department, may obtain 
an evaluation and report, for a 
nominal] fee, of how the proposed 
project measures up to the re- 
quirements of the Basic Code. 

The Building Officials Confer- 
ence also expects to maintain a 
“Code Changes Committee” to car- 
ry on the work of keeping the 


“construction code” fluid and up| 


to date. Through the medium of 
the committee, proposed changes 
are to be given hearings, their 
worth evaluated and changes au- 
thorized in the same manner in 
which the original writing of the 
documents has been carried out 
over the last five years. 

The Basic Code, itself, recog- 
nizes and incorporates the high 
standards of performance already 


in existence in certain aspects of |i 


construction, such as those set up 
by the National Underwriters lab- 
oratories, the National Bureau of 
Standards, and others. 

At the final hearings here, more 
than 40 individuals, representa- 
tives of many industrial groups 
and of national agencies such as 
the HHFA, the ASA, the Under- 
writers Laboratories, the National 
Bureau of Standards, were heard 
by the revision committee of the 
B.O.C.A.

We, in our turn, were even 
more surprised with the interior 
of the house. It has just about 
everything that most people want 
in their home.

Large communities should be 
self-contained, the handbook 
points out. In the best, sites are 
set aside in the development for 
schools, churches, shopping cen- 
ters, and parks. Streets are 
planned so that heavy traffic is 
funnelled past residential areas,

Much importance is attached to | 
good planning of today’s and to- 
morrow’s shopping centers, the 
handbook discloses.

NEW YORK, Sept. 10 (AP) — 
The economic war of nerves on 
the reading public reaches some 
kind of a crisis these days. Rarely 
have there been more news stories 
about business, strikes, industry, 
money and world trade, all at one 
time—and each apparently pulling 
in opposite directions. 

Either we're on the way to re- 
newed prosperity, or collapse; to 
strike paralysis of key industries 
or an end of the jobless threat to 
_the economy; to lower profits and 
sales or to a great upsurge of 
consumer and business buying. 

Let’s look at some of the con- 
tradictions. 

Secretary of Commerce Sawyer 
gays that the upturn in employ- 
ment, estimated at nearly 60,000,- 
000, and the drop by 400,000 in the 
estimates of the number of the 


jobless, means “the end of the re- 
cession may be at hand.” 

But the high priest of disinfla- 
tion—Chairman Edwin G. Nourse 
of the President’s Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers—thinks that the 
shakedown hasn’t yet ended. It 
was he who popularized the word 
disinflation, if not the idea, in 
this country. 

Nourse says also that strikes in 
the basic industries can upset the 
hopes for business recovery this 
fall. John L. Lewis whittles stead- 
ily at the coal pile as he delays 
dickering with the mine owners. 

The International Scene. 

In the international scene, we 
find the British asking us for a 
long list of trade and money con- 
cessions to stave off what has 
been billed as a threat of economi¢ 
collapse. We have our negotiators 
saying they can’t act on some of

We find the British standing pat 
on their determination to keep the 
pound officially worth $4, al- 
though you can buy a pound for 
less than $3 in Switzerland. And 
in Washington you find a large 
group who still believe that over 
some enchanted weekend the Brit- 
ish, will up and devalue the pound. 
Some’ say this would solve all the 
troubles; some say it would hurt 
us as much as the British, because 
then the British would step in 
and gobble up even more of the 
world’s markets. 

Today we have figures from the 
two capitals showing that the 
British have turned the tables on 
us in the world textile market. As 
late as June, Americans were ex- 
porting 81 million yards of cotton 
goods while Britons were export- 
ing 78 million. But a month later 
the British were exporting more 
than 83 million yards and we were 
exporting less than 66 million. Sad 
news for Americans, especially 
when coupled with the report of a 
huge cotton crop, added to a 
large carryover. 

American cotton exporters, and 
the British, too, are watching the 
strides of the Japanese in restor- 
ing their once-dominant textile 
industry. 

Retail Sales at Home. 

Or look at the retail level here 
at home. Mills and factories are 
noting gleefully that merchants 


are re-ordering now in good vol- 
ume. Yet department store sales 
for the week just before Labor 
day were 4 per cent lower than 
last year, but that is being ac- 
claimed as one of the best show- 
ings in recent months. 2 

At the same time department 
store profits are reported by the 
National Retail Dry Goods Associ- 
ation to have tumbled 58 per cent 
in the period from Feb. 1, to July 
31, compared with that period last 
year. 


The Department of Commerce 
chimes in with the news that per- 
sonal income totals dropped dur- 
ing July from the June level and 
were well below the rate of July 
last year. It blames lower prices 
farmers get for their crops, and 
smaller paychecks miners are tak- 
ing by working only three days a 
week. 


From Detroit comes word that 
the booming auto industry expects 
to slow down a little before the 
end of the year. That is unpleas- 
ant news for its suppliers—those 
in the steel, rubber, glass, copper, 
lead and textile industries. 


But to offset that, the great 
petroleum industry says it expects 
to increase production this fall, 
and thinks its earnings reports 
will look much better than they 
did the first half of this year, 
when the industry was healthy

Are we starting up again? Or is 
more deflation in the cards? Will 
international troubles and domes- 
tic labor strife upset things? Or 
is this just another one of those 
crises which many now look upon 
as the natural state of affairs?

“The state is assuming an al- 
most total responsibility for the 
public welfare,” said Dulles in 
his statement, which he gaid Gov. 
Dewey knew was being made. “To 
that end it commandeers much of 
what the individual produces and 
extends its detailed controls into 
every aspect of life. In conse- 
quence more and more individuals 
are gradually losing both the in- 
centive and the means to develop 
the qualities that make them 
worthy.

ative Republicans and Southern 
“State Rights” Democrats, before 
the 1950 congressional campaigns 
get far. The big political ques- 
tion is how far Truman will go, 
and how effective he will be, in 
trying to influence those elections, 
especially the primaries in the 
South, which are tantamount to 
election in those one-party states. 
The Democrats, divided as they 
are, have had majorities in Con- 
gress since 1932 except for 1947 
and 1948. 

There is only one Republican, 
Harold H. Burton of Ohio, on the 
Supreme Court, which passes on 
the constitutionality of acts of 
Congress. Most of the federal 
district and circuit judges, over 
the country, in whose courts orig- 
inate constitutional tests, are 
Democrats, appointed by Roose- 
velt or Truman. Truman has 27 
newly created judgeships to fill 
now. 

Balance of Power. 
Democratic control of Congress 
has not been working out to Tru- 
man’s satisfaction. A _ coalition 
held a balance of power on most. 
controversial issues. That coali- 
tion began in a revolt by the 
Southerners from the Truman 
standard last year over the race 
issue. It is one of the few anti- 
Truman issues on which they and 
the conservative Republicans do 
not agree. 

At the same time, while a ma- 
jority of the Republicans in both 
houses train together, they have 
their own backsliders who, like as 
not, go along with the Truman 
Democrats. 

Truman insists on getting his 
whole program through the pres- 
ent Congress. Failing that, he will 
go to the people, asking them to 
elect persons who will follow his 
1948 campaign promises, The cam- 
paign has already begun. The CIO 
and AFL, in campaigning for Con- 
gressmen who will repeal the 
Taft-Hartley law, are supporting 
the Truman program. 

G.Q.P. Leaders Worried. 

The new Republican national 
chairman, Guy C. Gabrielson, and 
Senator Wherry are publicly pre- 
dicting a Republican victory, but 
privately they are worried. 

Conservatives, such as Repre- 
sentative Clarence Brown of Ohio, 
are for a straight all-out battle 
on the statism issue. 

The southerners are Truman’s 
biggest headache. Will he stick to 
his threat to get into the con- 
gressional campaign after the 
primaries or instead go after the 
southern rebels in their conclusive 
primaries. He has Roosevelt’s rec- 
ord to think about in that respect. 
In 1938 Roosevelt personally tried 
to defeat Senators Walter F. 
George of Georgia, “Cotton Ed” 
Smith of South Carolina, Millard 
E. Tydings of Maryland, and Pat 
McCarran of Nevada in. the pri- 
maries. Roosevelt failed in each 
case.

NEW YORK, Sept. 10 (AP) — 
Here is the education picture as 
America’s children flock back to 


school: 
Enrollments up to 29,910,500, 
an increase of 843,000 from last 


year; 

Teaching staffs 125,000 teach- 
ers short; many schools over- 
crowded, unsafe and obsolete, 
with building needs in excess of 
a billion dollars; 

Two million children ready 
for kindergarten with no place 
to go; ‘ 

Teachers; salaries still low. 

For public schools throughout 
the nation, says the National Edu- 
cation Association, the year ahead 
will be one of difficult adjustment. 
A $300,000,000 education aid bill 
has been stalled in Congress. 

The United States Office of Edu- 
cation estimates an elementary 
of 23,377,500 
fall, an increase of 580,000 


Increase in First Graders. 

First graders of all ages, the 
Census Bureau estimates, will in- 
crease from 3,926,000 last year to 
4,048,000. The Office of Education 
reports 2,900,000 of them are six- 
year-olds, compared to 2,723,000 
last year. 

The school picture is compli- 
cated by the almost complete ab- 
sence of new school construction. 
An N.E.A. study of city schools 
shows 400,000 pupils housed in ob- 
solete buildings; 153 school sys- 
tems providing half-day sessions 
to care for 123,700 pupils. Of 1600 
communities examined, 66 per cent 
needed one or more elementary 
buildings; 40 per cent, senior high 
schools; 23 per cent, junior high 
schools; and 23 per cent needed 
other types of school buildings. 

Federal officials estimate that 
$700,000,000 will be spent on new 
building and improvements in 
1949, compared with the one- 
billion-dollars -a-year expenditure 
deemed necessary for the next 10 
years. 

Teachers Needed. 
Another problem is maintaining 
qualified teaching staffs. The 
N.E.A. says that more than 125,000 
new elementary teachers are need- 
ed to replace teachers holding 
emergency certificates to handle 
expanded enrollments; for normal 
replacements and to get classes 
down to a nation-wide average of 
25 pupils. 

To meet this demand, colleges 
this year graduated only 17,000 
teachers for the elementary 
schools. 

The

states shows over 27,000 teachers 
with no college preparation; over 
110,000 with less than two years 
of college.

| secondary schools have less than 


four years of college work. 
Poorly Trained Teachers. 

Most poorly trained teachers 
work in rural elemenetary schools, 
the council says. In Minnesota, 
for example, all but 69 of 4500 
teachers with less than two years 
college preparation are employed 
in rural schools; Tennessee, more 
than 3800 out of 4000; Georgia, all 
but 34 out of 1800 with no college 
preparation; Mississippi, more 
than 3700 with no college and less 
than 250 of these are in urban 
school systems. | 

As the new school year opens, 
teachers’ salaries are higter, but 
the council reports average annual 
salaries of teachers, including 
principals and supervisors, range 
from above $3400 in New York to 
less than $1300 in Mississippi. 
Nearly half of Arkansas’s teachers 
received less than $1500 in 1947-48. 
In Georgia, 46 per cent were in 
this low bracket; Kentucky, 54 
per cent; North Dakota, 42 per 
cent, and Nebraska, 26 per cent. 
On the other hand, California, 
Nevada and Washington had no 


teachers receiving less than $2400.

CLEVELAND, Sept. 10 (AP)— 
An Indiana rose grower’s son has 
taken his pruning shears to Wash- 
ington to snip from one to three | 
billion dollars from the annual 
national] bill for defense. | 

It’s a job to the liking of Robert | 


Heller, president of Robert Hel- | 


ler & Associates, Inc., manage- 
ment engineers. 


Heller has worried for years 


about the trend to bigger and 


more expensive federal govern- 
ment. 

“We're approaching a corpora- 
tive state,” he warns. “Through 
lack of information, our voters 
are voting themselves out of our 
form of government.” 


“We simply can’t go on spending | 
13 to 15.billions a year for arms | 
and five billions more on foreign 


aid, or it’ll be curtains for us.” 
May Take Two Years. 

Heller thinks it may take up to 
two years to complete his investi- 
gation of the armed forces for 
Gen. Joseph T. McNarney’s na- 
tional defense management com- 
mittee. 

His firm was chosen over three 
others by Secretary of Defenge 
Louis Johnson on Aug. 10 and 
given a $125,000 six-month renew- 
able contract. After conferences 
with Johnson and President Tru- 
man, Heller said he was convinced 
the Administration “means busi- 
ness” in reducing expenses under 
the newly enacted Service Unifi- 
cation bill. 

When Heller uses those pruning 
shears, he will do it with careful 
regard for the defense plant. 

“We've got to save money, and 
save it fast,” he said, “but we can- 
not do it unintelligently and hys- 
terically without breaking down 
our defense.” 

Not New Experience. 

Applying management engineer- 
ing principles to the armed forces 
will not be a new experience for 
Heller and his Cleveland firm of 
51 associates. Since last January 
they have been snipping red tape 
and increasing efficiency in the 
Air Force’s Materiel Command. 

A study for reorganization of 
Congress was Heller’s first impor- 
tant work on federal government. 
He undertook it for the National 
Planning Association“ at Beards- 
ley Ruml’s request. The reorgan- 
ization. bill passed near the end 
of the 1946 Congress incorporated 
more than half the proposals Hel- 


ler made more than a year earlier |

Long before he tried his analyti- 
cal methods on government, Hel- 
ler was well known in American 
industry. In fact, the confidence 
of big business in the value of his 
studies made Heller a millionaire 
before he was 40. 

Indiana Native. 

Heller was born in Newcastle, 
Ind., Jan. 14, 1899, of Prussian 
ancestry. His father had a suc- 
cessful rose cultivating business 
there. In Newcastle Heller had a 
“kindergarten sweetheart,” Lois 
H. Mouch, whom he married in 
1920. 

That was the year Heller left 
Harvard University with his bach- 
elor of science sheepskin and an 
idea born of conversations with 
Harvard Prof. William Z. Ripley 
for pioneering as a consulting en- 
gineer. 

Industry and business were pret- 
ty well satisfied with themselves 
in those years, and Heller worked 


in a bank and waited for his/|: 


break. Then in 1932, when the de- 
pression had landed its solid 
punches, he organized the Robert 
Heller Associates and two years 
later moved to Cleveland. 

The Mellon interests in Pitts- 
burgh gave the new firm its in- 
itial boost and a recommendation 
which won an assignment in 1935 
from the Carnegie Steel Co. 

Aided U.S. Steel. 

This led to employment of the 
Heller firm by the United States 
Steel Corp. on a modernization 
program. That required “three 
years of backbreaking effort,” 
Heller recalled, and midway 
through it the firm tackled a sim- 
ilar ‘assignment from  Interna- 
tional Harvester. 

Between 1937 and 1940 the 
firm’s work doubled, and Heller 
now claims his business is the 
largest of its kind in the country. 

Over the years, Heller gathered 
as associates technical engineers, 
certified public accountants and 
experts in scientific marketing. 
There is a generous sprinkling of 
Harvard men in his organization. 
His vice president, Frank L, Elm- 
endorf, is a fellow Hoosier hail- 
ing from Indianapolis.

As now being circulated among 
top defense authorities, this budg- 
et proposes a total outlay of $12,-

Army — — — — 4,100,000,000 

Navy —- — — — 3,800,000,000

‘Date Set by ‘Democratic! 


Front’ in Communist 
North Area for General 


Election.

SEOUL, Sept. 10 (AP)—Vio- 
lence may reach its ‘peak in 
Korea Sept. 20, the date set by a 
self-styled “Democratic front” in 


‘tthe Communist-ruled north for a 
Beneral election to cover the 
whole country. The assembly to 
be elected is to write a new con- 
stitution to “unify” the divided 
‘country. 

The word “peaceful” is taking 

a.bloody beating. “Let us smash 
all those who stand in the way of 
peaceful unification of the father- 
land,” shouts the radio in the 
Communist north. Behind this cry 
for “peaceful” unification, the 
Communists are provoking new 
violence in the United States- 
sponsored southern republic. 
‘(Guerrilla attacks on trains, police 
‘and railway stations, mines and 
‘power installations have been in 
greasing since July—all apparent: 
dy a buildup for the election. 
* A Red manifesto mailed to nu- 
‘merous South Koreans says an 
“election guidance commission” is 
to take over police and military 
‘organizations on both sides of the 
thirty-eighth parallel prior to the 
vote. This commission also would 
“supervise the withdrawal of for- 
€ign troops.” 

The United States has a 500- 

member military training mission 
in the Southern Republic. The 
Russians say all their troops 
withdrew from the north last 
Christmas, but southern repub- 
lican army leaders assume that 
some Soviet troops as well as 
Many advisers remain. 
* Neither the northern radio nor 
any other source has given any 
evidence that a guidance commis- 
gion actually has been formed, but 
ah election probably will be held 
fin the north. 

Communists in the south may 
sign and send in blank ballots, as 
they did in an election a year ago, 
Bo the northern regime can claim 
to represent all Korea. The main 
job of the election campaign, how- 
ever, appears to be propaganda, 
not unification. 

Meanwhile the spreading wave 

of violence in the south is seen by 
southern officials as having one 
of two possible meanings: 
' It could be an effort to soften 
up the republic for an attack by 
the northern army or it might be 
.@ substitute for such an attack. 

Instead of risking a costly war, 
The Communists may be trying to 
disorganize the southern econom 
and security to such an extent that 
the Red underground could take 
over. If that is the idea, most 
South Korean officials and Ameri- 
can observers believe it will fail. 

Similar violence last year, aimed 
at preventing the May 10 election 
which the United Nations ob- 
served, cost the Red underground 
hundreds of its leaders. 

‘The present campaign also is 
bringing the underground into the 
light. From five to 50 guerrillas 
are reported killed daily. Many 
southern policemen also have been 
killed. The southern army mean- 
while maintains its watch on the 
thirty-eighth parallel.

Two-Month Supply of Cars 
in Poor Season in Pros- 
pect for Dealers.

DETROIT, Sept. 10—Early next 
month the five-millionth motor ve- 
hicle to be bui't in the United 
States this year will roll from 
the assembly lines. 

By the year’s end the total 
probably will crowd 5,800,000 units. 
At that time also there probably 
will be in dealers’ hands or en- 
route from the factories close to 
800,000 vehicles. Of course, most 
of them will be passenger cars. 

What the record-breaking 12 
months’ production volume may 
do to the auto industry’s 1950 pro- 
gram is causing more than a lit- 
tle speculation in trade quarttérs. 

If the auto industry’s operations 
for the remainder of the year 
follow the indicated pattern a 20- 
year-old record will be broken. 

Outlook for Dealers. 

If there are 800,000 unsold ve- 
hicles in the field at the year’s 
end the merchandising division 
will have close to a two months’ 
supply of vehicles at its very poor- 
est sélling season. 

Many industry sources believe 
that if the production record is 
set at around 5,800,000 this year 
it will stand for many years to 
come. ‘Nobody close to the indus- 
try now expects 1950 output to 
reach 5,000,000 units. 

However, nobody expects an in- 
ventory of 800,000 vehicles to 
swamp the merchandising division. 
The auto makers for many months 
have been priming their retailers 
for the biggest selling job they've 
ever had. 

The dealers have been selling 
more ‘than 400,000 cars a month 
since early last spring. They don’t 
expect to match in December and 
January the sales volume they en- 
joyed in mid-summer, but most 
of them are better equipped for 
sales effort now than they were 
a few months ago. 

Normal Basis for Output. 

Whatever may happen in the 
early months of next year, pro- 
duction undoubtedly will be 
geared more closely to demand. 
Sales probably will lag in the first 
quarter just as they always do 
and move up again not later than 
April. Probably there will be 
some 400,000-unit sales months 
mext year—but only a few. 

All this, of course, means that

open house and public inspection. 


Open House and Public Inspection 


Of Anna M. Clark School Today 


$340,000 Webster Groves Elementary Insti- 
tution to Be Dedicated—aAll 7 Class- 
rooms Open on Play Areas. 


Dedication ceremonies in the 
form of a public inspection and 
open house will be held today 
from 3:30 p.m, to 5 p.m, at the 
new Anna M. Clark elementary 
school, 430 West Big Bend boule- 
vard, Webster Groves. Classes 
will open tomorrow. Cost of the 
building and its equipment was 
$340,000, and an additional $15,000 
was paid for the land, 


The design for the structure was 
worked out with the architects by 
Leonard A. Steger, superintendent 
of Webster Groves schools, with 
the aid of teachers in the system. 

The building is unusual, Steger 
said, in that all classrooms open 
directly on play areas, an arrange- 
mént made possible by having all 
the rooms on one floor, with the 
school situated on a 10-acre tract. 
Each of the seven classrooms 
and the kindergarten has a sink 
to permit greater use of arts and 


crafts in instruction than under 
most existing programs. Other 
rooms are set aside for music, 
physical education and the use of 
visiting specialists in such sub- 
jects as speech correction and 
remedial reading. A cafeteria and 
a health room are provided. 

The school will accommodate 
about 180 pupils and will be staffed 
by six teachers and a principal, 
King Barnett, a teacher in Web- 
ster Groves schools for 18 years, 
more recently biology teacher in 
Webster Groves High School. He 
was awarded his master’s degree 
in elementary education last month 
by Washington University. 

The school is named in honor of 
Miss Anna M., Clark, now retired, 
who formerly taught at Bristol 
Elementary .School, Webster 
Groves. The architectural firm of 
William B. Ittner, Inc., designed 
the building. .

He's Catching Up With Liberty er 


Negro, Freed After Serving 26 Years 
for Crime He Did Not Commit, Isn't 
Bitter Over Wrong Done Him — 
Told Lord He Didn't Belong in Prison

CHICAGO, Sept. 10. 

AMES MONTGOMERY, a big, 
J noses. taciturn, middle-aged 

Negro, is busy these days 
“catching up with liberty.” 

He is up at dawn every morn- 
ing and goes to sleep around 
midnight. In between he eats 
whatever he pleases, whenever he 
pleases. 

He sits for hours with an ailing 
wife, talking over old times. He 
takes long walks through parks 
or through the Loop, staring at 


*the big buildings. He drops into 


a neighborhood tavern for a beer 
and a look at this new-fangled 
television. 

In general he is enjoying the 
things most of us are accustomed 
to as normal day-to-day events. 
Grinning, he says, “Just got lotta 
catching up to do, that’s all.” 


Montgomery’s attitude today is 
somewhat fike that of a newly-ar- 
rived immigrant, or a _ refugee 
from a European concentration 
camp. Montgomery is neither. He 
is a native American who has 
spent all his 56 years in this 
country. 

But the horrifying fact is that 
Montgomery spent nearly 26 of 
those 56 years behind bars in a 
state prison for, it now develops, 
a crime he never committed. 


He has been a victim of op- 
pression more nearly resembling 
life in Nazi Germany than in 
these United States. Incredible as 
it may appear in freedom-loving 
America, Montgomery had been 
“railroaded” to prison for life on 
a false rape charge, and had 
been allowed to remain there for 
more than a quarter of a century 
by an indifferent community. He 
may have remained in prison for 
the rest of his life had it not been 
for an attorney who became in- 
terested in the case two years ago. 


Federal Judge Michael J. Igoe, 
in releasing Montgomery last 
month on a writ of habeas cor- 
pus, tried judicially to right the 
26-year-old wrong. In a blistering 
18-page decision, Judge Igoe took 
cognizance of the terroristic role 
played in the case by the Ku 
Klux Klan when he.-said Mont- 
gomery’s trial was a “sham, one 
of false pretenses, of fraud, and 
that the issue at the trial was not 
the guilt or innocence of the 
crime of rape—but that of racial 
subjugation.” 


The State of Illinois, through its 
Attorney General’s office, rather 
weakly defended itself, since most 
of the principals in the case are 
dead. Later, the state decided not 
even to appeal Judge Igoe’s deci- 
sion because, as Assistant Attor- 
ney General W. Joe Hill said, tes- 
timony on disputed points would 
be based mainly on hearsay. 


Thus, for the time being, ends a 
sordid and shocking chapter in 
this state’s judicial history—a 
chapter that had its shameful be- 
ginning in the last days of 1923, 
at the same time that the Ku 
Klux Klan was riding high in the 
Midwest, staging demonstrations 
and parades almost every night in 
the area around Waukegan, III., 
just north of Chicago. 
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a poolroom in Waukegan then 
and lived modestly with his 
wife, Senturia. He was 30, she was 
18. Then, says Montgomery today, 
one night the “booze squad,” of 
the Lake county Sheriff's Police, 
in search of a beer flat, raided his 
home, He says they wrecked his 
furniture. Montgomery says he 
learned the warrant for the raid 
jad been issued for a house a 
block away, so he filed suit 
against the state authorities for 
trespassing and gained a $125 
judgment. 
This was one of the most costly 
judgments ever won by a plain- 
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tiff in an American court. 

For, as Montgomery later re- 
lated, the day he won the judg- 
ment, A. V. Smith, then State’s 
Attorney for Lake County and 
who had to pay part of the $125 
judgment, threatened to get him. 

A few nights later Montgomery 
was aroused from his sleep by the 
Sheriff's Police and taken to jail. 
There, the bewildered man learned 
he had been charged with raping 
Miss Mamie Snow, a 62-year-old 
notions peddler. At that time 
Montgomery, a world war I vet- 
eran, had never been arrested 
before. 

Judge Igoe points out in his 
decision that Miss Snow picked 
Montgomery out of a group of 
Negroes as her assailant but the 
next day couldn’t identify him. 
Miss Snow later was placed in a 
mental institution, where she died 


in 1937. 
C credibility as a witness, Judge 
Igoe had this to say: “The tes- 

timony of such a witness in any 
field of litigation should be -of 
little credence, yet without her 
testimony the case against Mont- 
gomery would have collapsed had 
the prosecuting attorney exercised 
the degree of impartiality and 
fairness which is his sworn duty 
in the rendition of true justice.” 

The wheels of injustice at this 
point began to grind swiftly and 
cruelly. “The methods employed 
by the prosecution were shocking,” 
said Judge Igoe. 

Montgomery tried to get out on 
bond but was told by Chief 
Thomas Kennedy, now dead but 
then head of the Sheriff’s Police: 
“If you did this in Georgia or 
where yOu came from we would 
turn you over to the KKK. We're 
liable to do that now and you 
know what would happen.” 


Montgomery, who knew all too 
well what would have happened 
had he gained his freedom in 
those days of flaming crosses, 
elected to drop his fight for bond. 

In the meantime, Miss Snow 
had been given an examination at 
the Victory Memorial Hospital in 
Waukegan by Dr. John E. Walter. 
His report disclosed that Miss 
Snow had not been raped, had 
suffered some facial contusions. 

But a state’s attorney who, in 
the scathing. words of Judge 
Igoe, “dominated the entire pro- 
ceedings,” suppressed the doctor’s 


report. 
D pal except Montgomery still 
living, asked during the habeas 
corpus hearing why he hadn’t 
called the true contents of his 
report to the attention of the 
prosecutor, replied: “You didn’t 
know our prosecutor at that time. 
He was very determined. He 
wanted his way or there would be 
trouble. I’m not a fellow who looks 
for trouble.” 


According to Montgomery, the 
frame-up was completed when his 
court-appointed attorney, fearing 
personal reprisals, failed to place 
witnesses on the stand who could 
support the defendant’s alibi. 


A jury found Montgomery 
guilty of the rape charges and he 
was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment on January 25, 1924; after a 
fast one-day trial. One week later 
a man who had never before 
been in trouble and had no idea 
how he had ever gotten into such 
a mess as this, was in Stateville 
Penitentiary, Number 8959. 

In Stateville, Montgomery be- 
came, in the words of Warden 
James Ragen, a model prisoner. 
He met Nathan Leopold, the bril- 
liant student who, with “Dickie” 
Loeb had killed young Bobby 
Franks in a “thrill slaying.” 

Leopold, as he has with other 
prisoners, taught Montgomery how 
to read and write and loaned him

books from his private library. 
Thus armed, Montgomery began 
to bombard the parole board with 
petitions for his release but he 
was turned down each time. It 
seemed State’s Attorney Smith, 
not content with the conviction 
and life sentence, had written a 
letter to the parole board saying 
Lake County authorities were op- 
posed to Montgomery ever being 
released from prison. 

This letter was always on file. 
None of Smith’s successors, ex- 
cept one, ever did anything about 
withdrawing it. Dr. Walter never 
came forward to offer the report 
that would free Montgomery. No 
one seemed to care. 

Then one day in 1947, Luis Kut- 
ner, Chicago lawyer, was chatting 
with some clients in Stateville 
when one of them told him, “Lu, 
there’s a guy here who is inno- 
cent. His name is Montgomery. 
He was framed.” 

Kutner said he asked to see 
Montgomery and he recalls the 
Negro’s first words were, “Mister, 
I don’t belong here.” 
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HE lawyer, impressed with 

Montgomery’s story, began a 

painstaking investigation, in 
the course of which he unearthed 
Dr. Walter’s report on file at the 
hospital. 

Kutner estimated he and his 
aides put in a total of 3000 man- 
hours and he spent about $4200 of 
his own money to substantiate 
Montgomery’s story. The result 


‘was a petition to the Lake County 


Circuit Court, where Montgomery 
was convicted, for release. This 
was rejected. Then followed a 
plea to the State Supreme Court, 
which was also turned down. 

In the meantime, Lake County 
State’s Attorney Harry A. Hall, 
realizing the error that had been 
made, withdrew that antagoniz- 
ing letter which had been on file 
with the parole board. Kutner’s 
next step was to file his habeas 
corpus petition in the United

States District Court here, 

On August 10, his 56th birth- 
day, Montgomery was brought 
into the federal court here from 
Statesville. After some brief argu- 
ments, in which the state, as 
Judge Igoe took care to point 
out, offered no contradictory evi- 
dence, the Judge delivered his de- 
cision, releasing Montgomery, 

For the first time, the grim 
Montgomery broke into a smile. 
As he walked out a free man, his 
prison guards handed him $10, 
the usual sum given released 
prisoners. “Ten dollars for 26 
years,” said Montgomery, lacon- 


ically, 
T the steps of the courthouse with 
the lawyer. He recognized a 
few of the loop buildings, but didn’t 
recognize taxicabs as such. 


With a brother-in-law he stopped 
in a restaurant for a corned beef 
sandwich and some milk. Then 
they got into an automobile and 
began the 35-mile drive to Wauke- 
gan, where Montgomery’s wife 
lived with-relatives. The car drove 
at a speed of 70 miles per hour, 
but Montgomery said later it felt 
like 35 to him, 

Thé ex-prisoner trotted into a 
neat, frame duplex and to the bed- 
side of Senturia, his wifg, now ill 
with diabetes. As he leaned over 
the bed and kissed her, she asked: 

“Hodw’s it feel to be home, Jim?” 

“Feels better than a _ prison, 
girl,” replied Montgomery. 

Montgomery later sat down to 
a plate of fried chicken and 
some beer and then began a slow 
and calculated campaign . to 
“catch up with liberty,” as he 
puts it. — 

What impresses him most about 
life in the area as compared to 
26 years ago? 

“Everything,” he grins. “The 
girls’ dresses seem shorter. Some 
of the buildings down in the 
Loop seem dirtier than when I 
went in. They sure have built up 
the highways around these parts.

This television thing is something, 
eh?” 

Montgomery is a skilled machin- 
ist but says he’s in no hurry to 
get back to work and that rela- 
tives will help him out temporari- 
ly. He says he doesn’t feel any 
bitterness toward anyone, “just 
glad to get out.” 

But understandably, he doesn’t 
want to live in Waukegan. He’s 
thinking of moving to Michigan. 

In the meantime, Kutner is pre- 
paring to seek recompense for 
Montgomery from the State of 
Illinois. 

“It’s impossible to measure 26 
years of a man’s life in dollars 
but our talking figure right now 
is $100,000,” says Kutner; confi- 
dently. Kutner says Gov. Adlai E. 
Stevenson could authorize recom- 
pense from a contingency fund; 
or a claim may be filed against 
the state with the State Court of 
Claims, or, as a last resort, a 
bill could be introduced into the 


State Legislature in 1951. 
aS ee | 
K confident of collecting quite a 
sum, so much so they intend to 
keep:the $10 given the prisoner 
by the guards as a symbol. 
Altogether Montgomery has re- 
ceived $1250 from people all over 
the country, with sympathetic 
notes. Instead of using this sum 
for himself, Montgomery decided, 
after urging by Kutner, to set up 
the James Montgomery Founda- 
tion, the purpose of which, ac- 
cording to the lawyer, is “to help 
assure the survival of human 
rights.” Specifically, it will inves- 
tigate and help people like Mont- 


gomery. Kutner says he already 
is studying six other cases. 

“Yep, I think everything is go- 
ing to be all right,” says Mont- 
gomery. “I ain’t holding no 
grudge. I’m living for the first

YLLIS COOPER, who looks 

like a cross between a gnome 

and Alexander Woollicott, is 
an arresting and, in one respect, 
almost unique figure in radio. He 
is one of the few writers whose 
own personality is impressed on 
listeners more vividly than that 
of the actors. 

He is the author of “Quiet, 
Please,” now off the air, and of a 
short-lived television program. 
Any single drama on either of 
those programs was instantly rec- 
ognizable as the handiwork of 
Cooper, whose mind works in 
strange. ways. 

In almost all Cooper scripts a 
sense of dread, or imminent catas- 
trophe, hangs over the characters 
from the outset to about one min- 
ute before the closing commercial. 
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Yet nothing much happens in 
the half hour. There are long, 
long pauses, so long sometimes 
you wonder if your radio has 
gone on the blink. Networks 
are horrified at the amount of 
dead air they purchase along 
with Cooper. A half-hour Cooper 
script played at ordinary tempo 
would run about 11 minutes. 
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A COOPER STORY always ends 
with a surprise, a twist of some 
sort, many of them unexplained. 
The supernatural figures strongly, 
though in strange ways. 

Supernatural characters in Coo- 
per’s dramas are not terribly sin- 
ister. Many of them are more 
likeable than the humans in the 
script and some of them are just 
ridiculous and a little poignant. 

They are likely to pop in unex- 
pectedly. You'll see (or hear of) 
a couple of ys at a bar drink- 
ing beer and suddenly become 
aware that one of them has four 
arms and hails from the moon. 
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A COOPER STORY STARTS 
so slowly you can hear your heart 
beat, sometimes with a _ satiric 
twist right at the beginning. There 
was one about a private eye to 
whom nothing had ever happened. 
He’d had no adventures at all. 
And his secretary was no glamour 
girl, but a battle-axe, roughly 11” 
years old,

The listener 
gets so wrapped up in a Cooper 
character, wondering who he is, 
what he’s doing there, and how 
it’s all going to come out, he’ll sit 
on the edge of his chair for half 
an hour.

explains. Cooper loves to lift

EAR Lee: That Dutch oven and gasoline stove certainly 

D lend virtuosity to your legendary talents ag a camp cook. 

Reading your recent story in the Everyday Magasine 

about those biscuits and the baked wall-eyed pike was enough 

to make a gourmet’s mouth 

water. And you are 100 per 

cent right in saying that 

more camping expeditions 

are ruined by food of all 

kinds being fried in semi- 

cold grease than by all other 

causés put together. There's 

no excuse for that kind of 

provender and, as far as 

I’m concerned, there never 

was. 

Just the same, I’m going 

to take exception to the 

gasoline stove on general 

principles; and to the idea 

of going camping within an 

hour’s drive of a_ locker 

plant. It seems to me that 

one of the reasons a man 

takes to the outdoors is to 

get away from the everlast- 

ing smell of petroleum prod- 

ucts of one kind and an- 

other and that the real art of the woodsman is to be able to 

shed the trappings of civilization to a considerable extent and 
still live comfortably and eat well in the wilderness. 


. I'll admit that when you load up a ton truck with tables, 
chairs, ice-boxes and roll-away beds and drive out along the 


highway for a week’s permanent camp on the river banks, 


there’s no limit to the amount of gear you can pack along. 
But when you set a canoe into the Current at Cedar Grove 
for a 10-day run to Doniphan, or into the Eleven Point at 
Greer Spring to float to Stubblefield Ford, you'll probably 
have to leave the stove and Dutch oven at home. 
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I'll go along with you on the way to plan a camp 
menu; so many breakfasts, lunches and suppers for s0 
many people; and it’s funny how few campers ever 
learn to figure it that way. We keep a list of camp 
staples thumbtacked to the inside of a kitchen cupboard 
door, just to make certain that nothing essential gets 
left behind at tile last minute. And the same thing 
holds for the camp gear; axe, spare rope, grill, camp 
chairs, the rack which fits the bottom of the canoe to 
keep the duffle dry and serves as a table each night 
in camp. No matter how often you go or how well 
you keep the gear organized, it has a wonderful way 
of getting scattered between trips. Knives and forks 
find their way into Mama’s kitchen cabinets, the axe 
gets hidden in the machine shed and the spare grill 
gets left over at our picnic ground at the big pond. 
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@ WE EAT A LOT OF OUR MEALS OUTDOORS from 
April to November. Yet last week, Bill Bauer, Buck Hornkohl 
and I found ourselves over on top of Johnson Mountain with 
three inch-thick steaks to broil and no salt. We had the 
charcoal grill, the hickory chips for flavor, ripe tomatoes, 
coffee, cream and sugar, a big hunk of Mama’s cake—but 
no salt. Fortunately we found some folks up at the fire 
tower eating a watermelon and they were able to help us out. 

And just this afternoon Mama suggested we cook a 
ehicken for supper over at the pond. I loaded the baskets 
into the car for her and we drove with the three dogs, At 
the creek I got out to fish a couple of holes while Mama 
went on to the pond. The fried chicken, celery and tomatoes 
were easy to eat without the knives and forks she'd left at 
home in the kitchen, The potatoes, cottage cheese with cream 
and apple pie were a bit more difficult. 
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@ THE TRUTH IS, I LIKE TO COOK over a wood fire; 
but not, as you point out, by dangling the meat from green 
twigs. We like to go light when we go camping, but not that 
light. For short trips with the car, we carry a smal) folding 
charcoal grill which weighs no more than four or five pounds 
and a 10-pound sack of charcoal. The cooking kit which has 
served for many years adds no more than another five 
pounds, although for longer expeditions we supplement it with 
an extra iron skillet and a big aluminum kettle which does 
extra duty as a dish pan. 

Aside from these, the kit consists of frying pan, two 
buckets with bails that stand upright when they are on the 
fire, and a coffee pot of the same design. These nest one 
inside the other and the enamel coffee cups, which stay cool 
while the coffee remains hot, nest inside the coffee pot. Eight 
plates, four of aluminum and four plastic, a service for four, 
and the necessary kitchen knives and long forks complete the 


ecoking gear, 
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Our cooking fire on the canoe trips is traditional 
and is something entirely,aside from the camp fire 
which is built up to add cheeriness to the scene after 
dark. Two six-foot logs of about equal size are dragged 
in from the nearest drift and Iaid parallel, almost 
touching at one end and about a foot apart at the 
other. Between these the fire is built'and on them a 
pot, pan or kettle of any size can be placed to boil 
without danger ef its turning over, At the wide end, 
@ light grill is laid across the logs to take care ef any 
viands ene wants to cook directly ever the coals. 
The cook is provided with a campstool, which does 
away with back bending. A good bed of coals in such 
a camp stove as this will do any job that a gasoline 
stove will, and impart extra flavor to the food, as well. 
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@ I'M NOT ENTIRELY AGAINST THE CORNMEAL school 
of frying fish; especially such pan fish as goggleeye and 
perch. When it comes to bass, we like them rolled lightly in 
flour and fried in butter. If the fish ig over a pound and a 
half, it can be filleted, although for smaller ones this is not 
necessary. The heavy skillet should be used and moved to a 
cooler spot on the fire as soon as the bass has browned en 
both sides, for thereafter it should be turned but ence. 

As old Dick Moore used to put it, “A fish turned more than 
once is scrambled and not fit to eat.” Use a bit ef butter, 
browned in another sauce pan, and some slices of lemon saved 
from the evening toddy and you've a dish for an epicure. 

But regardless of method, Lee, here’s to more meals well- 
cooked out under the open sky. And may you and I eat 
at least a few of these together before they dam the last ef 
eur Ozark rivers.

HERE is peace in the Valley 
T ot the Three Forks o’ Wolf 

where Sgt. Alvin C. York 
lives, but there is no peace for 
Sgt. York because war clouds 
hover in the outer world. Man 
of peace that he is and that he 
has always been, it disturbs him 
to think that war may come a 
third timein the span of his years. 
If it does, though he is a man 
of peace and hates war, he will 
be in there doing anything that 
they will let him do to help his 
country. 

The man who didn’t want to 
fight in the first place and ended 
up by being World War I’s great- 
est hero, wasn’t allowed to do 
very much in the second war, but 
he gave his sons. In the third 
war, if it comes, he will give his 
sons again and his grandsons if 
they are old enough and the coun- 
try needs them. If and when it 
comes, no matter how or when, 
he will offer himself for anything 
that he can do and if they turn 
him down he will be mighty put 
out about it. 

York’s feeling about war hasn't 
changed since the day in 1917 
when he prayed about it on a 
mountain side with anguish of 
Soul and gained the conviction 
that it is right to fight for a 
@ighteous cause. In that convic- 
tion he fought in the Argonne, 
killing 25 Germans and ¢apturing, 
almost unassisted, 132 more. 

For that Gen. John J. Pershing 
called him the greatest civilian 
Soldier of the war and Marshal 
Foch said he had done more than 
any private soldier of all the 
armies of Europe. He doesn’t ex- 
pect to do anything like that if 
another war comes, but in what- 
ever position he may be placed 
he will do his best, for his ambi- 
tion now, as it was then, is in all 
things to do the best he can. 
That, it will be remembered, was 
what he said at the time about 
his feat in the Argonne: “I 
wanted to do the best I could.” 

Memories grow dim with the 
passing of the years. So when 
word went out not long ago that 
Sgt. York was seriously ill at his 
Pall Mall home, there were many 
of this generation who asked: 
“Who is this Sgt. York, that 
people cal] him great?” And many 
others remembered only that in 
the war he had shot a lot of Ger- 
mans and captured many more. 
Some, with better memories, said 
he, single-handed, captured a ma- 
chine gun battalion or something 
of the sort. It sounded incredible, 
but that is just about what he 
did, as the history books tell. 

In dismissal of doubts the rec- 
ord stands as Gen. John J. Persh- 
ing set it down in his cabled rec- 
ommendation for the Congression- 
al Medal of Honor, the highest

came Hero of World War | — Now, 
at 61, His Prayer Is That There 
Will Be No Third Global Conflict 


American military decoration, to 
Cpl. Alvin C. York of Pall Mall, 
Tenn: 

“It is recommended that the 
Medal of Honor be awarded to 
Cpl. Alvin C. York, Company G, 
Three Hundred and Twenty-eighth 
Infantry, for conspicuous gallan- 
try and intrepidity above and be- 
yond the call of duty in action 
with the enemy near Chateau 
Thierry, France, October 8, 1918. 
After his platoon had suffered 
heavy casualties, Cpl. York as- 
sumed command. Fearlessly lead- 
ing seven men he charged with 
great daring a machine-gun nest 
which was pouring deadly and in- 
cessant fire upon his platoon. In 
this heroic feat the machine-gun 
nest was taken, together with four 
officers and 128 men and several 
guns.” 

The Medal of Honor was be- 
stowed upon him, of course, along 
with the Distinguished Service 
Cross, the Medaille Militaire and 
the Croix de Guerre with Palm of 
France, the Croca di Guerra of 
Italy, the War Medal of Monte- 
negro, the Legion of Honor, med- 
als for gallantry from the State of 
Tennessee and the Methodist Cen- 
tenary and others. 
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HE exploit in greater detail, as 
T chronicled at the time, was per- 

formed when Cpl. York was sent 
out with a party to outflank a 
nest of machine guns on hills 223 
and 240. Encountering about 30 
Germans, the Americans killed 
some and the others surrendered. 
German machine guns opened on 
them, killing or wounding all the 
Americans except York and seven 
others. While the seven were 
guarding their prisoners, York 
went to work on the machine gun- 
ners. He fired 12 shots and killed 
11 gunners. How he happened to 
miss the twelfth has never been 
explained. 

The Germans couldn’t let that 
go on. A lieutenant and seven 
men sprang from cover and 
charged with fixed bayonets down 
the slope to get that marksman. 
They had only 20 yards to go but 
Cpl. York picked them off one 
by one with his automatic pistol. 

Among the prisoners was a 
major. He was appalled by what 
was going on. He begged York 
to quit shooting. If he would, 
the Germans would surrender. 
York said that would be all right 
with him. The major blew his 
whistle and the Germans came

tumbling out of the pits, throw- 
ing down their side arms and 
their cartridge belts. York herded 
them with the other prisoners and 
lined them up two by two with 
the help of his seven men. The 
major wondered where the rest 
of the Americans were. He be- 
gan to think maybe he had been 
hasty in surrendering. To York 
he said: “How many men have 
you got?” 

“I got aplenty,” snapped York 
and with that the major had to 
be satisfied. 

To keep him from changing his 
mind, York put him at the head 
of the column of prisoners and 
forward-marched him at the point 
of his pistol. They came to other 
machine-gun nests. The Ger- 
mans, seeing their major out in 
front, held their.fire, and when 
he blew his whistle they came out 
and joined the column. Back in 
camp the prisoners were counted. 
The tally was 132. When the 
scene of the encounter was 
checked they found about 25 dead 
Germans, practically all of whom 
had been killed by York: 

Even now, 61 years old, six feet 
two, 240 pounds, more than ever 
the “Big ‘'un,” as they used to call 
him before the war, York doesn’t 
like to talk about it lest he seem 
to boast. It was just something 
that had to be done and he did 
his best. 

A man of deep religious convic- 
tions is this Alvin C. York who 
went from the Valley of the Three 
Forks o’ Wolf to become the war’s 
greatest hero. In his youth he 
was as wild as any boy in Fen- 
tress county, but when Brother 
Rosier Pile of the Church of 
Christ in Christian Union came 
along and held a meetin’ at Pos- 
sum Trot church he came “under 
conviction” and “went forward” 
and was a changed man after that. 

His church didn’t believe in war 
and as a conscientious objector he 
might have been entitled to ex- 
emption, but after he had read in 
the Bible about righteous wars 
and had prayed about it on the 
mountain side he came down into 
the valley as one who had received 
a “call.” His mind was made up. 
It was ‘his duty to go and fight 
and if he did his best he would 
not fall in the fray. 


His faith was fulfilled in that he 
came back from the war without a 
scratch. By the same token his 
conviction was strengthened that 
he had been justified in fighting

NYONE who has ever spent a 
Ate years refinishing a piece 

of furniture can tell you that 
it’s much easier to preserve the 
original finish than put on a new 
one. Anyway, here are a few 
things you can do to keep that old 
finish looking right. 

In most cases, moisture is very 
bad for any sort of furniture fin- 
ish. That doesn’t mean that if you 
spill a glass of water on the din- 
ing room table the surface is 
ruined, but it does mean that if 
the water isn’t wiped up within a 
decent interval the surface may 
become damaged. Watch out for 
flower vases and pots which may |- 
leak without you knowing it. Al- 
cohol is a solvg@nt for many fin- 
ishes so keep this away as much 
as possible and please watch out 
for nail polish remover. This is a 
very strong solvent and if you 
spill some on a finish the finish 
is going to suffer—but bad. 

Another way a finish gets 
messed up is because it gets hit 
by things like doors, vacuum 
cleaners and carpet sweepers.

One-half pound  frankfurters 
(about four); two cups cooked, 
cubed potatoes; one cup cooked 
mew peas; one cup cooked green 
beans, cut in one-inch lengths; one 
cup cooked sliced new béets; one 
cup chopped celery; one-fourth cup 
sliced green onions; two medium 
tomatoes, cut in eighths; one head 
romaine or lettuce; one-third cup 
French dressing; one-third cup 
sour cream, 


Plunge frankfurters into boil- 
ing water and cook until plump 
(about five minutes). Cool in 
cooking water. Peel and slice 
crosswise into one-half inch 
lengths. Heap in center of large 
salad bowl. Circle with vegetables 
placed in groups, then outline with 
lettuce, broken up into bite-size 
pieces. Combine French dressing 
and sour cream. Drizzle over sal- 
ad. Toss lightly and quickly. Serve 
immediately with toasted French 
bread. Four to six servings. 


Stuffed Eggplant. 


Split one large eggplant in half 
lengthwise, scoop out inside pulp 
leaving a shell one-fourth inch 
thick. Chop pulp coarsely. Melt 
one-third cup margarine in skillet 
and saute in it eggplant, three- 
fourths cup chopped onion, two 
tablespoons parsley, chopped fine, 
and three-fourths pound ground 
beef for five minutes. Season 
with one teaspoon salt and a dash 
of pepper. Pack hot mixture into 
eggplant and pour one cup bouil- 
lon (one bouillon cube in one cup 
hot water) over all. Bake at 375 
degrees Fahrenheit for 25 minutes, 
basting twice. Place thin slices of 
two tomatoes over top of stuffed 
eggplant halves. Baste with bouil- 
Jon and bake for 20 minutes long- 
er. Baste once more in last 10 
minutes. Serves four or five.

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N AN outlying business street of Camden, 
New Jersey, a tall, gaunt young man 
paused in front of his flat. Inconspicu- 

ously held in his hand was a Luger pistol, a 
souvenir he had picked up as a World War 
II artilleryman in Europe. Passersby, preoc- 
cupied with morning errands, paid no atten- 
tioh to him. 

The man, Howard B. Unruh, 28 years old, 
walked a few steps to the little white stucco 
shoe repair shop of John J. Pilarchik, a year 
younger than himself. He shot Pilarchik dead. 

Next door, Unruh entered Clark Hoover's 
modest barber shop. Hoover had about half 
completed a haircut for 6-year-old Orris Smith. 
One shot killed the barber. Unruh fired again, 
and the little boy pitched forward off the hob- 
by horse chair, blood streaming from the fatal 
wound in his head. 

Without saying a word, Unruh stalked out. 
In the next few minutes he unerringly and im- 
partially picked off a television service man 
driving by, an insurance agent standing on 
the sidewalk. He killed an elderly woman 
and her daughter, fatally wounded her grand- 
son in their automobile as they waited at a 
stoplight. A tailor’s bride of a month, a 2- 
year-old boy, a druggist and his wife and 
mother all fell to his deadly marksmanship. 
His bullets gone, Unruh returned to his second- 
floor flat, leaving 12 persons lying dead, four 
wounded. One of the wounded, a boy of 
10, died next day. 

Police besieged Unruh, and a tear gas 
shell brought him out. He told police he had 
planned to kill several neighbors who he 
thought had “made remarks” about him. Oth- 
ers who died were simply victims of a fantastic 
destiny. Unruh’s brother, James, said Howard 
obviously was a victim of war neurosis. Au- 
thorities awaited psychiatric examination to 
determine whether to prosecute him or seek 
institutional care. 

Police said this was the worst shooting 
case of the kind in the nation’s history. To 
old-time residents of Winfield, Kansas, it re- 
called that 46 years ago Gilbert Twigg, vet- 


eran of the Philippine War, fired a shotgun 10 — 


times into a band concert audience there, kill- 
ing nine persons and wounding 25. Last No- 
vember, in Chester, Pennsylvania, across the 
Delaware River from Camden, eight people 
were killed and three wounded by Melvin 
Collins. In both cases, the killers took their 
own lives.

TALIAN cooks have long known ways to extend the num- 
ber of servings from a cut of scarce beef. Often the meat 
is sliced thin, spread with a rich dressing, rolled and tied, 

then baked in a tomato sauce until tender. That is the way 
Tony Bonnelle, owner of Bonnelle’s Restaurant in Belleville, 
Illinois, prepares his rolled stuffed round steak. 

. Bonnelle begins by cutting a round steak in half length- 
wise. The halves are lightly chop criss-cross with a 
sharp knife, then pounded with the lower part of a heavy 
glass, or the heel of the hand, to flatten them. A dressing is 
made of moistened bread, egg, minced parsley and garlic, 
grated Parmesan cheese, salt and pepper. This mixture is 
spread on both halves of the steak, and topped with slices 
of hard-cooked eggs. Steak halves are now rolled firmly, 
tied securely, and placed in hot tomato sauce. They are 
baked in a moderate oven (350 degrees) for one hour and 
20 minutes, or until tender. 

To make the sauce, minced onion and sliced mush- 
rooms are fried slowly in olive oil until a pale yellow. 
Remaining ingredients are added and the sauce is cooked 
for about 15 minutes before the rolled steak is added. More 
water is added as required while meat bakes. This sauce 
is also excellent for spaghetti or macaroni. If used for 
these it should be cooked twice as long. 

INGREDIENTS: One large round steak sliced one-half 
inch thick. For dressing: Three slices white bread moistened 
and then squeezed dry, one egg, two tablespoons minced 
parsley, one minced clove of garlic, four tablespoons Par- 
mesan cheese, salt and pepper to taste, two sliced hard- 
cooked eggs. For sauce: Two tablespoons olive oil, one- 
half medium onion minced, four ounces mushrooms, one- 
half chopped green pepper, two mashed cloves garlic, one- 
fourth teaspoon oregano, one can tomato paste, one No. 2 
can tomatoes, two to three cups water, one-half teaspoon 
black pepper, one teaspoon salt. These amounts will serve 
four to six persons.

ROM the murky depths of the Mississippi River 
at Chester, Illinois, the remains of a highway 
bridge are being removed piece by piece. 

The structure, 70 miles south of St. Louis, was 
toppled from its piers by a tornado July 29, 1944. 
Half the wreckage was taken from the river 
soon after the accident to clear a channel along 
the Illinois shore for wartime river traffic. Other 
half of the 1340-foot span, lying on its side be- 
tween the Missouri shore midstream, has re- 
mained a navigation hazard. Acting like a big 
dike, it has caused the channel on the Missouri 
side to silt up. 
Rem of the 670-foot, 1200-ton superstruc- 
ture is a dangerous guessing game. Under 22 
eet of water at the present time, much of it is 
ed five to 15 feet deep in sand. Position of 
each girder and brace in the submerged wreck- 
age is uncertain. The procedure is to blast loose 
a section of the twisted steel web, raise it with 
powerful cranes, then load it on a barge to be 
ed to shore for disposal as scrap. 
step in getting the wreckage out of the 
river is for divers to attach dynamite to the 
beams. Unable to see in the silt-laden water, 
they must feel their way about far under the sur- 
em while continually fighting the swift current. 
ver present is the danger of being swept into 
the tangled wreckage and fouling air, com- 
munication and guide lines. 

After a section is torn loose by dynamiting, 
the raising operation follows. It is a difficult 
step. For it always is possible that the broken 
members may remain attached to the main struc- 
ture at one or two points. If attached, the con- 
necting links may snap, causing the jagged 
piece to whirl about on the raising cable like a 
giant scythe. When they don’t break, they are 
cut above water with an acetylene torch.

N FRONT PORCHES, high school steps, at parties, pic- 

nics, down at the corner pharmacies, and wherever 
teen-agers meet this autumn, there is a growing plunk- 
ity-plunk-plunk, as of an invasion by an army of tone- 
deaf Hawaiians. It is the Younger Generation getting 
on with its latest fad—the re-discovered, lowly pre- 
bebop ukulele of their parents’ own salad days. 

In Los Angeles, where the fad started, teen-agers 
stroll along the streets plucking the cat-gut strings, 
greet each other with a few snappy chords as 1949’s 
substitute for the freak handshakes of last year.

Some 
2,500,000 have serious disorders of behavior, and 
2,500,000 others have borderline emotional dis- 
turbances. Every year nervous and mental dis- 
ease takes a larger toll than cancer, infantile 
paralysis and tuberculosis combined. Medical 
authorities say that one of every 22 Americans is 
doomed to spend part of his life in a mental hos- 
pital. 

With Mary the crack-up came with a sudden- 
ness that shocked and mystified her family. Basi- 
cally a comfortable, good-humored and gregari- 
ous person, she became suddenly vague and de- 
tached, dreamy and abrupt. Within a week she 
was walking around her home in a daze, already 
a member of the schizophrenic’s half-awake so- 
ciety where nothing is black or white but all is 
the vague gray color of dreams. 

Worry, anger, smiles came and went like shad- 
ows across her face and she refused to talk, or 
wash or dress properly or listen to her family. 
She had begun to live apart from them, in a 
country far away. 

In this condition Mary was admitted to the 
Illinois Neuropsychiatric Institute in Chicago, a 
part of the University of Illinois. There she was 
placed under the observation of Dr. Ladislas J. 
Meduna, Hungarian-American psychiatrist who, 
15 years ago, discovered the controlled method of 
convulsive shock treatment for the mentally ill. 


Two Possible Treatments for Mary 


FTER REVIEWING Mary’s case, Dr. Meduna de- 

cided there were two possible treatments for 

her condition. One was psychotherapy, a method 

of treatment that would entail much expense, 

take many months and, in prolonging the illness, 

might decrease the probability of a cure. The 
other was shock treatment. 

Twelve years ago shock treatment was intro- 
duced in the U. S. Since then many psychiatrists 
have come to the conclusion that shock, used in 
properly selected cases and administered by 
trained psychiatrists, is the most successful 
treatment available for a great many mental 
diseases. It is actually electric shock: a jolting 
shot of high-powered electric current is sent 
through the patient’s brain, rendering him un- 
conscious, short-circuiting the brain and bring- 
ing on a convulsion similar to an epileptic fit. 

“In shock treatment,” Dr. Meduna Says, “we 
are trying to treat a mental disorder just as 
physical medicine treats a broken leg.” 

Shock treatment of the sort that Mary was to 
undergo was born in 1930 when Dr. Meduna dis- 
covered that the changes in the physical struc-

ture of the brain brought about by schizophrenic 
diseases were just the opposite in their nature to 
those brought about by epilepsy. 

“I realized then,” he said, “that there was a 
definite antagonism between the two diseases. 
Why not, I asked myself, use one to fight the 
other?” 

For years.the doctor experimented. He tried 
curing schizophrenics by inoculating them 
with drugs that would produce artificial epileptic 
fits. At first he achieved some success with cam- 
phor and metrazol, both of which are still used 
in shock treatments. But they had drawbacks 
and he continued his search for a substitute. 

The substitute—electric shock—was discovered 
in 1934 by two Italian scientists and Dr. Meduna 
began his experiments again. Electrotherapy, he 
found, was painless, safe, inexpensive and fast. 
It brings on a single swift attack and is com- 
pletely over in less than a minute. 


Patient Got Sleeping Drug 


UT BEPORE DECIDING to administer an electric 

shock treatment to Mary, the hospital staff 
gave her a complete physical and mental exam- 
ination. 

They saw Mary was free—at least outwardly— 
from the obvious anxieties that usually torment 
the mentally ill—symptonmis of hate, fear, reject- 
tion and frustration. But mental illness feeds 
upon itself, creating additional disturbances 
which in turn accelerate its growth. Seeking to 
discover any such disturbances, the hospital’s so- 
cial service department talked with Mary’s hus- 
band, daughter and parents. 

Finally she was given a sleeping drug that des-

troyed her resistance to questions. Talking while 
under this sedative, Mary disclosed that in her, 
state of mind nothing looked natural. The mem- 
bers of her family were strangers. She heard 
voices which told her jokes and then threatened 
her. Gradually she lost all contact with her en- 
vironment. Her interest in people and things dis- 
appeared, her speech stopped, her thoughts were 
distorted and her personality began to disinte- 
grate. 

“There were two points in this case which led 
us to believe that shock treatment would bring 
about a cure,” Dr. Meduna said. “In the first 
place, the patient’s disease began very suddenly 
and developed in a couple of days. In the second 
place, the sleeping drug we administered not only 
cleared the patient’s mind for a short time but 
revealed that her thinking was not disturbed and 
that merely her seietee’ of observation were dis- 
torted.” 


The Treatment Begins 


FTER CAREFUL sTUDY, then, Dr. Meduna pre- 

pared to administer the charge. The patient 

was wheeled into a ward by the hospital’s head 

nurse and placed on a table adjacent to the elec- 

troshock machinery. For a moment she seemed 

to take a mild interest in her surroundings and 
she smiled wanly at the doctor. 

“How are you?” he asked. | 

“Thank you,” she said, smiling frankly. “I am - 
fine.” 

Dr. Meduna turned away, the patient lay 
relaxed on the table. Two electrodes were placed 
on her forehead and connected to the electro- 
shock apparatus which was plugged into the _ 
ordinary city electric current. 

At his dials Dr. Meduna selected a charge of 
250 milliamperes of current—more than enough to | 
play a radio. The nurse placed a rubber sponge 
between the patient’s teeth, then turned to the 
doctor and in the heavy silence of the room said, 
“Ready. ” 

At this point Dr. Meduna pressed a button and 
sent the charge of electricity through his pa- 
tient’s head. 

Unconscious—she had been knocked out by the 
electric current before she could feel it—Mary 
writhed in convulsions on the table for 26 sec- 
onds. Then she was turned on her side. The ther- 
apy was over. 

Dr. Meduna looked at his watch. The complete 
treatment had taken 90 seconds. Mary was being 
wheeled to her room. Twelve minutes later she 
was awake and speaking coherently to a psychia- 
trist. She was already on the road to recovery. 

Back in the. laboratory, Dr. Meduna checked 
his equipment. “We can safely predict,” he said, 
“that with three or four more treatments, the 
patient will be cured completely. She will be 
home in two weeks.” 

In most cases, Dr. Meduna added, cures are 
brought about in less than a month and in fewer 
than ten separate shock treatments. 

How did it feel, he was asked, to induce a con- 
vulsion? 

“The first time,” he said, “it was awful. When 
it was over a weakness went through me and I 
almost collapsed. I was unable to leave the ward, 
and two male nurses carried me downstairs 
where my wife was waiting for me. She looked 
at my face and said, ‘You did -it!’ 

“ ‘Yes,’ I told her, ‘I have done it at last’.”

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Science Debates the Effectiveness of Shock 


LECTRIC SHOCK THERAPY has been spectacularly 
E successful in treating many forms of insan- 
ity, yet few physicians can agree on its true posi- 
tion in medicine’s fight on mental disease. Some 
consider that, in the last analysis, such mala- 
dies can be treated effectively only by psycho- 
analytic methods; others, like Dr. Meduna, that 
organic treatment with drugs and electric cur- 
rent can produce lasting results. 

Generally speaking, these aspects of shock 
treatment worry physicians and patients alike: 

1. Although science knows what shock will do, 
no one knows just how or why it does it. 

2. The treatment’s convulsions, some physic- 
ians have feared, might dislocate a person’s jaw, 
break his legs, or even kill him. 

3. Useful as it is in treating many mental ill- 
nesses which occur frequently in modern society, 
shock treatment isn’t a cure-all. It should not 
be prescribed—or undergone—heedlessly. 

Because of reservations such as these, shared 
by doctor and patient alike, many people have 
become wary of artifically induced convulsions. 
Sometimes they have rejected them even though

they know that if successful, shock therapy is 
much faster and much less expensive than psy- 
choanalysis. What, then, are the real risks? 

Last month in Chicago a group of psychiatrists 
at a PARADE-sponsored round table discussion 
made public for the first time their answers to 
this question. The risks that some physicians 
fear, they decided, are almost non-existent. 

That science doesn’t know why shock works 
was acknowledged by Dr. Meduna. He said, “We 
know simply that an epileptiform convulsion will 
shock the schizophrenic into reason.” 


A “Short Circuit’ In the Mind? 


HY? Possibly, Dr. Meduna believes, because 
electric (or drug-induced) shock creates 
“short circuits” in the electrical potentials known 
to exist in the brain. By breaking them up, per- 
haps by rearranging them, shock restores normal, 
rational patterns of thought. But this is theory, 
not proved fact. 
As to the physical danger of the treatment, Dr. 
Meduna said he feels this threat “is somewhat 
less than that encountered by crossing Michigan 


Avenue” or any busy street during rush hours. 

More than 600 patients, he said, have received 
more than 8,000 shock treatments at the Boston 
State Hospital, and only one died. And in that 
case an autopsy showed that the victim had also 
been suffering from acute kidney infection, heart 
disease and accumulation of fluids in the lungs.” 

There have been complaints that shock is too 
often used as a substitute for psychoanalysis as a 
cure-all for neuroses. Said Dr. Meduna: 

“We rarely use shock in treating neuroses. In 
psychoneurosis (a nervous breakdown of a clear 
and undisturbed mind) the génerally accepted 
choice is psychotherapy. However, in many types 
of psychosis (insanity) I have combined shock 
with psychotherapy.” 

Concurring in general were other members of 
the panel, including Dr. Francis J. Gerty, its 
moderator, who said research at the University 
of Illinois had established that in many cases 
patients not approachable by psychotherapy at 
all may be successfully treated by shock. 

“The important thing,” said Dr. Gerty, “is the 
judgment and skill the doctor brings to a case.” 


Budapest-born Dr. Ladislas Meduna, the 
acknowledged father of convulsive shock 
therapy, adopted electro-shock when con- 
vulsions induced by drugs proved un- 
satisfactory. He told PARADE round table 
shock is more effective with psychotics 
(insane patients) than with neurotics. 


Chicago's Dr. Francis J. Gerty, head of 
the University of Illinois’ Department of 
Psychiatry, was moderator at discussion, 
summed up its conclusions: *'I think there 
is general agreement here that shock 
treatments are effective in many cases, pro- 
vided they are properly administered." 


Dr. David Shakow, a University of Iifinois 
psychologist, pointed out that while sci- 
ence knows shock helps the insane, it 
doesn't yet know why. **Sometimes,"” he 
said, ‘there is a memory lapse after treat- 
ment and it is possible that this memory 
lapse is one of the reasons why it works.” 


Dr. Hugh Carmichael of U. of Illinois, 
Dept. of Psychiatry, said that psychother- 
apy (often used to cure insane) and shock 
both may be applied to same patient with 
beneficial results. ‘‘But shock treatment 
alone,"’ he added, *‘is often effective in 
cases of psychotics and depressives."’

NYONE APPLYING at the Hollywood home 
of singer Tony Martin and asking for 
Mrs. Martin, Sid, Felicia Siderova, Maria 
Estomano, Lily Norwood, or Tula Ellice 
Finklea, of Amarillo, Texas, is apt to be met 
by the svelte brunette shown on these 
pages and on the cover.

Where Did She Get Those Names?

A= YEARS AGO, I sat down with three 
engineers and worked out a calendar in 
which we were able to show that a good- 
natured moron could live a long and happy 
life in any large, modern city. 

He wouldn’t have to use even fourth- 
grade arithmetic. He wouldn’t have to write 
anything more than his own name. He 
wouldn't be called on to read anything ex- 
cept traffic signals, which are usually colors, 
not words, anyway. 

He could learn any one of hundreds of 
unskilled jobs and earn a good livelihood. 
Public clinics would keep him well. Public 
inspectors would keep him in line. 

By good-naturedly obeying orders, our 
simple-minded countryman could reach his 
death-bed, at the age of 75, without ever 
‘having used an elementary education. 


Actually, this might seem desirable —a 
perfectly sheltered, perfectly normal life 
with no crises, no victories or defeats. But 
in point of fact, it is symbolic of what hap- 
pens to our modern city people. Relieved 
of the troubles that stir elemental men to 
action, and so to zest, our modern man suc- 
cumbs to woes that grow out of too much 
leisure, too much ease, hence boredom. 

Stuart Chase, the writer, once kept a 
record of the hours when he lived zestfully, 
and those when he merely existed. Out of 
a sample week of 168 hours, he lived with 
zest for only 40 hours. 


What Causes Boredom? 


For a man with his lively mind, that seems 
a discouraging score. Yet it was a high score. 
Many men and women whom I have inter- 
viewed declare that they do not live with 
zest for longer than two or three hours a 
week. Others confess they don’t know zest 
at all. Even the intelligent citizen com- 
plains: ‘“‘Nowhere to go, but out. Nothing to 
wear, but clothes. Nothing to eat, but food!” 
Some call their lives a grind, others call 
them a bore. 

What causes boredom?

It starts from without or from within. Boredom from 
within is the plague of the average or sub-average mind. 
Boredom from without is the curse of superior people 
bogged down in a monotonous environment. 

Either way, boredom is an insidious disease. It plagues 
millions, kills some, drives others mad. 

How can intelligent people find zest once more? 

Many people will assure you that you can fill your idle 
hours with a first-class hobby. There never was a@ worse 
piece of advice for the intelligent! 

A friend of mind, now in her 50’s, tried ordinary hobbies. 
She took a flier in portrait painting and her first painting 
sold for-$500. But she did not thrill to it and looked further. 

She had saved up a few thousand dollars. She took a 
plunge into real estate, bought an old dwelling, fixed it 
up, rented it, and then sold it at a fine profit. She repeated 
this three times, until she had fine working capital. 

Then she plunged into farming. She bought a ranch, 
Studied its soil and crops, found what to do, and did it. 
Again a profit. But never a cent of easy money. 

“It did me no good to have fun,” she tells me. “Portraits 
didn’t end my boredom. I must buy myself some trouble.” 

What a line of sound wisdom! Buy trouble! 


Ordinary Hobbies Didn't Help 
This keen woman knew just what she was doing: she 


tackled something at which she might lose heavily. She 
had to work with her strong muscles; she painted her first 


house, she slapped up wall-paper, and she learned how to 


use a power spray for her run-down orchard. 

From her case we learn a significant fact. 

It brings dullness and inaction and “that tired feeling.” 
Boredom makes us go to pieces. The logical way to over- 
come it: seek frustrations which arouse in us the reaction 
against failure. This reaction releases vast energies. Thus 
when bored, become a constructive “trouble-maker.” Create 
frustrations which stir you to lively action! 

Buy yourself some problems and some trouble. Fit the 
trouble to your nature, your purse and your neighborhood. 

Man is built to handle trouble. He is at his best when 
in trouble.

Michigan’s worrying coach: 


T WAS MIDNIGHT, Sept. 24, 1948. Michi- 
gan’s new football coach, whose 
motto is “Always keep your perspec- 
tive,” couldn’t keep his. He sat in a 
small office in the sports administra- 
tion building at Ann Arbor and stared 
at a blackboard with 30 plays chalked 
on it. For hours he had been studying 
those plays. Finally he invited a pass- 
ing friend in, “because I need someone 
to talk to.” 

Tense and tired, Benjamin Gaylord 
Oosterbaan was feeling the responsi- 
bility of stepping into the biggest pair 
of coaching shoes in the U.S. 

What worried him was this: he was 
following a winner. The man who had 
just relinquished the job, to become 
Michigan’s full-time athletic director, 
was famed Herbert O. (Fritz) Crisler. 
Crisler had led the University eleven 
to the Big Nine championship and vic- 
tory in the Rose Bowl, had been ac- 


claimed America’s “Coach of the Year.” | 


Could Bennie Oosterbaan, whose 
record as a Michigan basketball coach 
had been anything but sensational, fill 
Crisler’s shoes? Crisler, when he quit, 
was dead tired. But Bennie was tired 
before he started. 

It was a bleak outlook — and yet the

next afternoon Oosterbaan’s Wolver- 
ines stepped out on the fleld and 
trounced Michigan State, starting a 
sensational string of victories that 
brought them through the season un- 
defeated. And today, as Michigan goes 
into another football season, Ooster- 
baan, like Crisler, wears a “Coach of 
the Year” crown—for ’48. What will his 
Wolverines do this fall? 

They called him “Mr. Relaxation” 
back in his playing days when he was 
an end under Fielding Yost. He’s still 
called Mr. Relaxation, and he looks like 
an easy-going lumber jack. Under- 
neath his easy exterior is Bennie Oos- 
terbaan the worrier. Only a few inti- 
mates know this other Oosterbaan. 


Bennie's an ice-Box Prowler 


“Bennie worries constantly at home,” 
his wife, whom he met in a geology 
class, confesses. “After each game he 
begins worrying about next Saturday. 
During the season he’s lucky to get six 
hours’ sleep a night. He often gets hun- 
gry in the middle of the night. 

“He’ll trip over his shoes and bump 
into every picture down the staircase 
wall. Downstairs, I can hear him rum- 
maging through the icebox or looking 
for cocoa in the cupboard.” 


It wasn’t always thus. Back in 1926, 


THAT CHARACTER, BENNIE! 


Mr. Relaxation was on the receiving 
end of a deadly pass combination that 
made Michigan the most feared team 
in the country. On the other end was 
another Bennie, last name Friedman. 
Bennie Friedman, a Detroit auto dealer 
now, fondly refers to Bennie as “that 
character.” 

‘““‘Relaxed?”’ he exclaims. “Why that 
character was loose as a goose. I re- 
member the 1926 game with Ohio State. 
They were leading 10-7 in the last sec- 
onds of the first half.” 

Michigan had the ball on the OSU 
35-yard line. A huddle was called by 
Friedman to signal a place-kick. As the 
team lined up, Oosterbaan drew out of 
line and trotted back to the halfback, 
who was kneeling to receive the ball. 
He whispered something to him. 

“It was a dramatic move,” Friedman 
recalls. “It seemed like all the 90,000 
fans and the Ohio State bench started 
Shouting ‘Watch Oosterbaan! It’s a 
trick play!’ So everyone watched Oos- 
terbaan. When the ball was snapped no 
one rushed in. The kick was good and 
we had tied the score. At half time, 
Oosterbaan was relaxing in the dress- 
ing room, his eyes closed. I asked him 
what he had whispered to the halfback. 

*‘Bennie opened his eyes slowly and 
said, ‘I told him as long as he was 
kneeling to pray for a strong wind’.”

In the Navy game that same year at Baltimore, Friedman 
was being roughed up by two Middies apparently acting un- | 
| der orders to get the passer. “They beat me up after every 
pass,” Friedman said. “Bennie suggested that he pass. He 
did, and the same two guys smeared him. Bennie came 
out from under the pileup and sheepishly said to me, ‘If it’s 
all the same to you, I’d rather not pass’.” ; 

Then as now, Oosterbaan liked a prank. Friedman roomed 
with him on football trips. Once Bennie loaded Friedman’s 
suitcase with bricks. Friedman, who says Bennie was usually 
so anxious to get to bed that he would take a running dive 
for the mattress, placed one of the bricks under Bennie’s 
pillow. “Bennie came in, I heard a terrific clunk. He never 
mentioned it. I never had any trouble with bricks again.” 

Oosterbaan grew up in Muskegon, Mich., where his father 
was postmaster. (His name, pronounced Oos-ter-bahn, is 
Dutch; his grandparents came to this country from Hol- 
land.) His football career got off to an uncertain start. An 
assistant coach at Michigan once told him to turn in his 
| uniform, but Fielding Yost as much as told the assistant to

in a row (1925-26-27). In 1928 he graduated, married (now

But Bennie’s love was football and his basketball squads 
never won a title, rarely came close. One season when the 
court season opened Bennie was in Columbyps watching a 
football game. He became backfield coach in 1946, and after 
Michigan thumped Southern California 49-0 in the 1947 
ce. Rose Bowl, Crisler named him head coach. 

Reporters reminded Crisler of that basketball record: 

“Oh, Bennie will do all right,” Crisler said. 

The experts then figured that Crisler would still run foot- 
ball, but Crisler is too canny a boss for that. He’s given 
Bennie a job to do and he’s letting Bennie do it his way. 

Bennie’s way is strict, but he is man enough to be strict 
and friendly at the same time.

Unposed pictures show that fathers look 


amazed, shy, coy when they see their babies 


T HUNDREDS of maternity hospi- 
tals, this afternoon as every af- 
ternoon, between the usual hours of 
2 and 3, thousands of brand-new 
fathers will edge up to germ-proof 
windows, wiggle their fingers, wag- 
gle their ears, and in general try to 
let their new-born babies know Pop 
is there. 

To catch Man in one of his most 
impressive moments, PARADE sta- 
tioned photographer David B. Eisen- 
drath, Jr., inside the sterile nursery 
of Boston’s Massachusetts Memorial 
Hospitals, and hospital authorities 
let him snap at will. Since he was 
dressed in the hospital’s sterile mask 
and gown, and the camera was 
swathed in sterile towels, none of 
the fathers knew they were being 
photographed until told later. 

As recorded by Eisendrath’s as- 
sistant lurking among the fathers, 
the standard remark was (inhale) 
“Gosh!” (exhale), by first-time 
fathers; “Looks healthy, hey?” by 
second-time fathers; and “Wotta 
baby! Wotta baby!” by seven- or 
eight-time fathers. 

Three out of four were moist about 
the eyes, one in ten tried to signal 
the nurse to show more of the baby, 
and six out of ten tried to get Baby’s 


attention by arm-waving, tapping 
on the glass, or making noises. 

Eisendrath reported that all of it 
was in vain. The sterile glass trans- 
mitted no sound; the babies couldn’t 
understand even if they could hear; 
and the antics beyond the window 
were no more than a blur to un- 
focused infant eyes. 

Nevertheless, nurses, wise to the 
way of fathers, calmly pluck their 
charges from their cribs on request 
(at Massachusetts Memorial it is 
done via telephone), hold them 
through the moonstruck antics, 
firmly leave after three minutes. 


Fathers Have Two Looks Daily 


Massachusetts Memorial delivers 
from 40 to 50 babies a month, keeps 
all of them for 10 days with the ex- 
ception of incubator babies which 
it keeps longer, and allows fathers 
to look through the window from 
2-3 p.m. and 7-8 p.m. daily. 

For some strange reason, now be- 
ing investigated by obstetricians at 
various hospitals, the baby rate 
seems to rise two days before a new
